SAYS IT IS NO SECRET. 


E. T. Perkins Declares He Had 
the Government’s Permis- 
sion to Deliver 

Lectures. 


B. T. Perkins, head of the United States 
reclamation service in Chicago, admitted 
last night that he had received money from 
the Harriman railroads while receiving a 
$3,300 a year salary from the government. 

The admission was made in reply to charges 
contained in the testimony of Chief Engineer 
P. Davis of the reclamation service before | 
the Ballinger-Pinchot congressional commit- 
tee at Washington. Mr. Davis charged that 
Mr. Perkins had received an allowance of 
$500 a month from the Harriman roads. 

But while admitting he had received money 
from the Harriman lines, Mr. Perkins de- 


delivered outside of his regular office hours, 
and asserted that all that he had done was 
with the express authority of the director of 
the reclamation service. 

According to Mr. Perkins’ statement the 
Harriman people paid him $1,200 on account 
of twenty-four lectures delivered in Chicago 
and vicinity from August to January last. 
and of this amount he received about $600 
for his private use. And beyond this, Mr. 
Perkins stated, that from August to Decem- 
ber last he conducted a reclamation publicity 
Office in Chicago at a monthly expense of §200 
to the Harrimaa lines. 


Lectures in Black Tent. . 

The charges of Chief Engineer Davis 
against Mr. Perkins, and Mr. Perkins’ reply 
have served to make Chicago the momen- 
tary focus ot interest in the Ballinger-Pin- 
chot dispute, and it is expected there will 
be further testimony affecting the Chicago 
office of the reclamation service. 

According to the testimony of Chief En- 
gineer Davis, Mr. Perkins, in consideration 
of certain so-called black tent lectures 
delivered throughout the northwest, was re- 
munerated by the Harriman Mnes to the ex- 
tent of $600 a month.

Exempts Ballinger from Blame. 


It seems to me that Chief Engineer Davis 
must have been misinformed concerning the 
‘black tent lectures, for his reported testi- 
money in that respect is entirely incorrect 
and aside from the facts. 

“Secretary Ballinger was in no Way re- 
sponsible for the ‘black tent’ lectures. 
They were given in accordance with the long 
established practice of the reclamation 
service, and the expense of the lectures was 
borne, not aione by the Harriman railroads, 
but by the Harriman roatis, the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé road, and the Chicago 
and Northwestern road. The Hill rallroads 
were invited to participate in the lectures, 
but they declined on the ground that they did 
not consider the lectures good never weeny. 

“I never delivered any of the * black 
tent lectures, and never was absent from 
my office in Chicago in connection with these 
lectures. I never personally received any 
money for the lectures, and the full expense 
accounts attaching to the lectures were 
audited and passed both by the participating 
raliroad companies and the secretary of the 
interior. The lectures meant nothing to me 
in any way, and I took no benefit from them. 

“NO partiality was shown the Harriman 
roads in these or other lectures, as Secretary 
Ballinger was particular that there should be 
ho discrimination in favor of any territory, 
or any interest.“ 

Permission to Reveive Pay. 

Following this explanation of the black 
tent lectures, Mr. Perking said that he 
had delivered other lectures for the Harri 
man rellreads, and had received money for 
so doing. 

“I have delivered lectures at other times 
and other pieces,” he said, under an agree 
ment with the Harriman roads. This agree- 
ment provided that I should redeive $50 per 
lecture for a course of twenty-four lectures, 
and that the $50 was to be used in defraying 
all expenses of each lecture. I wae to re- 
ceive for my own use whatever money might 
be left after the expenses were paid. Tais 
Wal Gone upon the written authority of the 
director of the reclamation service. 

“Ab I recall, the expenses of the lectures 
amounted to about one-half the amount al- 
lowed by the Harriman roads. The lectures 
were delivered in Chicago and outiying towns 
during the months of last August, Septem- 
ber, O.wber, November, December, and 
January, and 1 would say that from the 
whole course of twenty-four lectures I re- 
ceived about $600 for my own use. Several 
of the lectures Were delivered before men's 
and boys Glubs; where I appeared by invita- 
tion, and in those cases the expenses amoutit- 
ed to little more than nothing. I delivered the 
lectures Outside of office hours, so they aid 
not interfere with my regular duties.”’

BODY EXHUMED AT AURORA. 


Mystery in George Sheldon Case; In- 
quiry at Naperville.

Two investigations based on the belef that 
men died of poison are under way in cities 
near Chicago. The body of George Sheldon 
was exhumed on Friday at Aurora, it was 
learned yesterday, by relatives, who believe 
he was murdered. State’s Attorney Charier 
W. Hadley of DuPage county has started an 
investigation into the death of John Spicer, 
who was 4 well known resident of Naperville. 
Mr. Hadley said he believes Spicer, who died 
on Jan. 28, was poisoned. 

Mr. Sheldon, who was 72 years old, wes 4 
weahhy farmer of Manchester, Ia. He was 
found dead in his home and heart disease was 
given as the cause. His body was buried in 
Aurora, his former home, on Dec. 10 

The exhumation in the West Aurora ceme- 
tery at dusk was done as secretly as possible. 
The work was watched by Coroner Eugene 
Norton of Dundee, and the spades with which 
the earth was thrown from the coffin were 
wielded by John Bhugasel, brother-in-law of 
Norton, and his wife, Mr. Sneldon's sister. 
Two Aurora physicians ale were present, 
and all were Instructed to ton nothing of 
what happened at the grave. 


Chemists to Look for Poison. 

It was learned, however, that a post-mor- 
tem helt hurriedly, gave reason to believe 
Sheldon had not died from natural causes. 
The internal organs were bent te Chicago 
chemists for ahalysis to determine if they 
contained polson. After the hasty exami- 
nation at the grave Norton's relatives jeft 
Aurora. It ia believed they went back to 


Maachester. 


It ie sald that the heart of Mr. Sheidon was. 


as was the brain and other vital 
organs, and that death must have deen due to 
some cause other than disease. Relatives, 
who are investigating, have other evidence, 
including depositions Which indicate that 
Sheldon’s death Was surrounded with gus- 
pteious circumstances. These led to the start- 
ing of a thorough inquiry some weeks ago, 
If the chemists’ examination shows the 
presence of poison, it Is waid-an arrest will be 
made in Iowa. 


Left to Ne 
Mr. Sheldon was worth about $200,000 and 
had no children. He left much Gf his prop- 


erty to a nephew, who lives in Manchester. 


The body was buried in Aurora because of 
a request by Mr. Sheldon made long ago. He 
had lived in Aurora for & number of years 
before he went to Iowa. 

The movements of the Rhugasels in Aurore 


were made with such secrecy that few per- 


sons in the city knew of their presence until 
they had left. Coroner Norton appears to 
have been the only person who was told the 
real reason for exhuming the body and per- 


forming the autopsy. Nen the physicians 


who were called in by Rhugasel after consul- 
tation with the coroner Were told nothing of 
the ease, it is said, and know nothing of the 


disposition of the vital organs.

Warns Artists to Keep Away.

I have several families on my list where 
they had contracted typhoid after they had 
followed every precautionary measure that 
I could recommend. Investigating I found 
that the maid had been holding the lettuce 
and the radishes under the faucet to cleanse 
them. I have had cases where men washed 

. their faces in the city water and then hed an 
attack of typhoid. 

“I have heard it stated that there are 
8.000 cases of typhoid fever in Minneapolis, 
but I do not think there is any way of deter- 
mining for sure what the number is. Many 
of the poorer people I know do not get any 
Areatment at all, and struggle along until 

hey die or get well. 

“Thinge have been so bad for so long 
y it takes something like this to wake

The city council has now the power to erect 
a filtration plant sufficient to care for the 
needs of the city. The state at the last meet- 
ing of the legislature voted to allow the issue 
of $1,000,000 in bonds, while the water fund 
in the city treasury now amounts to $500,000. 
Nevertheless, the city has continually and 
persistently refused to vote for the filtration 
plant, the plan which, according to its advo- 
cates, will provide pure water at the smallest 
expense. 


Water Companies Thrive. 


Two things are pointed to in connection 
with this delay of the council. 

Eleven water companies deliver water in 
the city. Their wagons go about as milk 
wagons do, night and morning. It is general- 
ly estimated that they sell annually $450,000 
worth of spring water in gallon bottles at 
5 cents a gallon. T. B. Walker, milionaire 
lumber merchant of Minneapolis, makes the 
statement that the annual revenue of these 
water companies is over 31.000000. This 
business would fail with the providing of 
pure water. 

The minority members of the pure water 
commission, four in number, voted in favor 
of the city building an aqueduct to Mille Lac. 
This was in the face of the fact that it was 
demonstrated the water of Mille Lac would 
have to be filtered when it did reach town. 
The lake is shallow, volcanolike disturbances 
have caused the Indians to call it “ Spirit 
Lake,” and the dead fish are myriad. But 
the building of the aqueduct there would 
permit the disbursement of $10,000,000 by the 
city council, it is said, whereas the filter 
plant will cost not much more than one-tenth 
of that amount.

(Scandinavian) club, the Wholesaler and 
Manufacturer, and one ward contingent, rep- 
resented by a former alderman.

Suffering of the Poor. 


. T. Leis, head of the Associated Chari- 
ties, said that the suffering among the poor 
of Minneapolis was beyond comprehension. 

“Ten nurses of the Visiting Nurses’ asso- 
ciation are nearly worked to death.“ he said. 
“Many of these poor people cannot afford 
even to boil the water. They are ignorant 
and do not understand that they should not 
drink the city water. Of those who died in 
Minneapolis during February twenty-one 
were men between the ages of 17 and 30. 
This represents a loss to the state alone— f 
using economic standards as a basis—of more 
than $100,000. That takes no account of the 
women and children.“

SYMPATHY STRIKE IS STRUCK 


Federal Court of Appeals Rules 
Against Union Miners. 


GOMPERS SAYS “SLAVERY.” 


Head of Federation of Labor Prophe- 
sies Public Upheaval. 


Richmond, Va., March 12.—Sympathetic 
strikes are unlawful, according to a decision 
handed down today by the United States Cir- 
cullt Court of Appeals, in which it sustained 
a recent judgment of Judge Dayton of West 
Virginia. 

The decision practically perpetuates a 
temporary injunction, which is of sweeping 
character. 

The case was that of President Lewis of 
the Mineworkers, as an individual and as 
vice president of the union, against the 
Hitchmam Coal and Coke company of West 
Virginia. 


Scope of the Injunuction. 

The injunction restrains the union from in- 
terfering with employés of the company for 
the nor Se of unionizing the mine; from in- 
terfering and conspiring to interfere with 
employés of plaintiff, so as knowingly to 
bring about in any manner the breaking by 
the plaintiff's employés of contracts for serv- 
ice, existing at the time, or thereafter entered 
into; from trespassing on the company’s 
property; from compelling by threats of vio- 
lence any employé to Jeave; and from estab- 
lishing pickets around the property of the 
company for the purpose of using violence or 
threatening or persuasive language to induce 
the company's employés to leave. 

The case was hot decided on its merits, as 
the appeal was not taken within thirty days, 
as required by law. This was the basis of the 
decision of the Appellate court. 


Gompers Prophesies Revulsion. 

Washington, D. C., March 12.—The pre- 
diction that the courts in their decisions 
againet labor eventually would touch the 
public conscience and precipitate a revulsion 
of feeling in this country was made tonight 
by Samuel Gompers, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, when he read of the 
decision of the United States Circuit Court of 
Apeals at Richmond, Va., in the Hitchman 
strike case. 

Mr. Gompers asserted thet the decision of 
the court declaring unlawful the sympattetic 
strike meant nothing bess than a recognition 
of human slavery. | 

“I am not at all astonished,” said mr. 
Gompers. There is no doubt in my mind 
that the courts of this country will go farther 
and farther in extending their authority of 
jurisdiction in the effort to deny to e work- 
ing people the right of protecting themselves 
against the en ts of their em- 
ployers. 

“When workmen are denied the right to 
leave their employment for any reason, when 
they are compelied to work against their will, 
involuntary servitude, slavery, has has been 
reéstablished” Perhaps, in these instances, 
as in some others hen the court's decisions 
will become more acute and unjust, a great 
revulsion of feeling will occur, the conscience 
of the people be touched, and a great chang» 
for the better will come about. ,

May Try to Overthrow Briand. 

The scandal in connection with the liquida- 
tion of the property of religious orders has 
aroused political passions to a pitch com- 
parable only with the Panama, Dreyfus, and 
Boulanger affairs. 

The country is shocked, but, as is customary 
in France, the moral is overshadowed by the 
political side. The opposition is preparing to 
exploit the affair in the coming elections and 
has the backing of the adherents of ex- 
Premier Combes, who are intriguing to return 
to power. They may try to overthrow Pre- 
mier Briand on Monday, when the debate on 
the interpellation concérning the embezzle- 
ment of Due is resumed in the chamber of 
deputies. 

The premier personally so far has come out 
of the fray with flying colors, as he did every- 
thing in his power to bring Duez to book two 
years ago, and has pledged the government to 
investigate the scandal regardless of conse- 
quences. 

The authorities have not been able to con- 
firm the statement made by Duez that he 
lost millions in stock gambling, but they have 
discovered shaky. enterprises in which he 
was engaged. 

Much money apparently was squandered 
by Dues in ‘riotous living. A woman from 
whom Duez confessed he had stolen $100,000, 
denied that she had been robbed, and said 
she was unable to comprehend why Dues so 


alleged. 

Duez’s Clerk Lived on Grand Scale.

Scandal Was Bound to Come. 

That the scandal was bound to come was 
known to everybody having inside views of 
the government's affairs.

Enormous sums, sometimes 
half, often mo than a third, of the proceeds 
of sales of valuable property were covered up 
with the term other expenses.

The attitude of the officers of justice ap- 
pears to have been negligent and lukewarm 
throughout the investigation, and it is now 
subject to suspicion. Quick action by the ad- 
ministration when the criminality of certain 
liquidators became manifest might have pre- 
vented the affair from figuring prominently 
in the parlidmentary campaign. 

Unfortunately for the government, there 
are in other directions evidences of rotten- 
ness in the French administrative system.

It told of the patents which the aged phys- 
ician had obtained and offered all to the per- 
son addressed provided that their bodies * be 
decently cremated, the ashes mingled and 
scattered to the air." This friend, a woman, 
was instructed that if she did not want to 
comply to the conditions she should submit 
the same conditions to the coroner. 


Last Note to Friend. 

This note was addressed to Mrs. Starr, 29 
North Nineteenth street. It said: 

Both my dear wife and I have committed 
suicide by taking poison. We desire and ask 
most earnestly that you will have us decently 
cremated (not buried), without any religious 
rites, and that our ashes shall be mingled and 
scattered into the air. If you will pay the 
necessary expenses of our cremation, we 
hereby give to you absolutely all our property 
of every description, which. you shall find in 
our rooms, including my two official patents, 
by eighty-five original designs for household 
and trade specials, my books, drugs, clothes, 
etc., and all moneys and other articles which 
sed in future be sent to me by letter or other- 
— . 

Should you reject this attractive offer for 
the benefit of yourself and family, then we 
request you to submit the same conditions 
and terms for acceptance of the coroner, or 
any other person willing to accept it. You 
will find a legal transfer, for record in the 
patent office at Washington, with each pat- 
ent.“ 


Instruction Given to Coroner. 

This note was left for Coroner Ford: 

Dear Sir: The enclosed offer to Mrs. Starr 
was left in our bedroom, where you will find 
our corpses. We wish to be cremated, and 
for that kindly service we have left all the 
property we possess to the person who will 
perform it.”

SEARCHERS DRAGGING LAKE 
FIND MISS BLOQDGOOD’S BODY 


Young Woman Who Filed from Nurses 
Ran Barefoot Through Half Mile of 
Woods and Jumped to Death. 


Lakewood, N. J., March 12.—Clad only in 
the night gown she wore when she disap- 
peared, the body of Miss Helena Bloodgood 
was found this afternoon in Lake Carafalgo 
by two townsmen who had been dragging 
the bottom for three days. 

The body lay in about twelve feet of water 
thirty feet from the shore, near a small rustic 
span known as Kissing bridge.“ It was 
fully identified by the two nurses who had 
charge of Miss Bloodgood when she led last 
Wednesday night from the cottage of Leslie 
R. Fort, son of God Fort of New Jersey. 

A cursory examination by Coroner Haga- 
man gave no indications of murder, and it 
is supposed the girl ran barefoot through the 
woods to the lake, half a mile away, and 
threw herself into the water. 

Miss Bloodgood’s parents had been scour- 
ing the neighborhood in automobiles in 
search of their daughter, and were away 
when the body was found. When notified 
they both were prostrated and could not be 
geen. The body will probably be taken to 
the Bloodgood home in New York tomorrow 
and the funeral arrangements made there. 

Miss Bloodgood had been here for two 
weeks under the care of a physician and two 
nurses, She had suffered from disordered 
nerves for a number of years and exhibited 
a constant displeasure at the restrictions 
put upon her Mberty. Wednesday night she 
eluded the nurses, Jumped through a window 
on the lower floor of the house, and made 
good -her escape. Her disappearance was 
not noticed until two hours after she had 
gone.’ 

Nine years ago she disappeared in a simi- 
larly mysterious fashion, but was found in a 
few days. :

APPLIED FOR BY DAUGHTER. 


Authorities at Dunning Asylum Will 
Not Let Patient Be Seen. 


Mrs. Charles 8. Johnson of Denver ap- 
peared before Assistant Probate Judge N. H. 
Welch yesterday morning and, through As- 
sistant County Attorney Louis J. Behan, 
asked that a conservator of the estate of 
her mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Noyce Cutter, be 
appointed. 

County Attorney Harry. A. Lewis was 
named as conservator after it was explained 
that Mrs. Johnson was the only living rela- 
tive and that she lives outside of the state. 
The estate consists of $160 in the State Bank 
of Chicago and a pension of $19.0. a month 
for ten months of the year, which Mrs. Cut- 
ter receives as a retired public school teacher 
of Chicago. This money will be used in pro- 
moting the comfort of Mrs. Cutter, who is 
now in the insane ward at Dunning. 


Mrs. Cutter Can’t See Friends. 

Mrs. Cutter is 88 years old and exceedingly 
feeble. The authorities at Dunning refused 
to allow her to be seen. Dr. F. B Clarke, 
the assistant superintendent, said she might 
gay things which would give a false im- 
pression of her true condition. ; 

When asked for her commitment papers, 
they were brought out, Dut a close examina- 
tion was not allowed. They were taken 
wice from the hands of the reporter for Tug

Daughter Goes to New York. 

Some of Mrs. Cutter’s friends insist she is 
still sane. At the offices of the Chicago 
Teachers ‘federation surprise was expressed 
that she had been sent to Dunning as an in- 
gane person.

Mayor Busse yesterday ordered the police 
to close the saloon at 487 South State street, 
and he will ask an opinion from the law de- 
partment as to whether he can revoke the 
license of a man who is dead. 

The saloon permit wes taken. out in the 
name of John Gaynor, who died a few 
months ago, but it is not because of Gaynor’s 
death that the place has been ordered closed, 
but because a man was shot there two weeks 
ago and for the further reason that Gaynor 
turned the management over to Joe Van 
Eyck, an ex-convict. 


Man Shot in the Saloon, 
Gaynor during his Mfetime was an employé 
of the Standard Brewing company, and it is 
said by the police who ‘investigated the

saloon and the granting of the license at the 
time of the shooting that the brewing com- 
pany is the real owner of the place and that 
it merely took the license out in the name of 
Gaynor. 

On Feb. 26 Edward Finucane, a brakeman, 
e left side while he was in the 
saloon. The wound was not serious, but the 
police arrested Van Eyck and sixteen in- 
mates. When the case was tried Van Eyck 
was fined by Judge Wells and the recom- 
mendation was made that the license be re- 


voked owing to his bad record. The police 


say that Van Eyck served a term in Joliet 
penitentiary during 1899 and 1900

MANY CATCH THE MEASLES, 
HEALTH REPORTS SHOW ir. 


Unusual Number of Cases in Chicago— 
Bulletin Names Harmful, Trade That 
Cause Tuberculosis. — 


There was a slight decrease in the num- 
ber of contagious diseases réported to the 
health department last week, as compared 
with the week before, but the percentage is 
still much higher than last year. 

The mortality record, however, is high for 
Chicago, the number of deaths last week 
averaging 108 per day, or an annual rate of 
17.2 per thousand of pulation. This is 
more than 12 per cent higher than the aver- 
age of the corresponding week last year, and 
9 per cent higher than the average for 
March. 

The statistics show that the abnormal 
amount of sickness is confined almost en- 
tirely to adults, and more particularly to 
those over 60 years of age. Despite these 
statistics of ‘mortality the contagious 7 
ease tabulation compiled for the week by the 
health departmént shows that a childish 
disease has the palm. Measles comprises 
about 40 per cent of all contagious diseases 
reported. Pneumonia is said to be more prev- 
alent than any other disease, but it is not 
reported. The health department holds that 
it is catching in nuch the same way as 
measles, and therefore should be reported. 

Continuing ,the series of articles on con- 
sumption which the health department is 
publishing weekly in its bulletin, there is one 
this week on harmful! trades. In part is says: 

“‘'The most harmful trades, such as stone- 
cutting and metal polishing, have five times 
as high a consumption rate as the least harm- 
ful, such as bankers and brokers. The worst 
living houses have an average rate only 
twice as high as the poorest. Therefore, bad 
working places are more harmful than bad 


living places

Speculator, Leaving England, Says 
Anger Was Due to Error. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON, March 12.—James A. Patten, 
Chicago speculator, sailed for New York 
today. He abandoned his purpose of visit- 
ing the Liverpool cotton exchange after be- 
ing informed that he might meet some dem- 
onstration such as occurred in Manchester 
yésterday, when he was hooted and driven 
from the exchange. Mr. Patten today said 
he did not think the best elements of the 
Manchester exchange took part in assailing 


him. 
“TI went to Manchester to show them that 


I wae an ordinary man, not adorned with | 


horns and tall, but simply a bull on the mar- 
ket, as I had told them,“ he said.’ That the 
hostilé demonstration did not represent the 
best elements in the cotton exchange is 
shown by the personal and written expres- 
siohe of regret which I have received from 
leading spirits of Manchester, some of 
whom visited me today to convey an expres- 
sion of their keen regret over the occurrence. 
I also have received many letters of like 
tenor. 

“ During my stay in Liverpool I have re- 
ceived between 500 and 600 letters from all 
parts of thiscountry. Many of these inclosed 
money with which I was asked to speculate 
on Behalf of the senders. Others were beg- 
ging messages. All of the money was re- 
turned imenediately.” 

Will Make Another Visit. 

Prior to sailing Mr. Patten telegraphed to 
London the following message for the press: 

„ Notwithstanding the incident of yester- 
day at Manchester, I feel that the English 
trade fully understands the situation which 
prevails in the cotton trade and that as time 
passes the situation will be more generally 
understood, not only by the cotton spinners 
of Lancashire and Yorkshire, but also by the

A Liverpool merchant today received from 
New York this cable message: 

“Is the report of the treatment of Patten 
at Manchester true? England pretends 
friendehip for América. Would heathenish 
Chinese be guilty of this? Patten is one 
of America’s purest men.“ 

The recipient of the cablegram replied: 

‘Liverpool resents Manchester's treat- 
ment of Patten. The best Manchester men 
are ashamed and personally feel the dis- 


courtesy strongly.” 
Press Shows No Sympathy. 


The English press, however, extends no 
sympathy for Mr, Paiten. The Westminster 
Gazette today says: 

“We are glad that the American cotton 
king got out of the Manchester exchange 
with nothing worse than some hustling and 
hooting, but cannot profess any sympathy 
for his wounded feelings.“ 

The paper expresses astonishment that 
Patten had the “ impudence,” considering 
the injury which his operations had done to 
the Lancashire cotton industries, to presume 
on the courtesy generally accorded visitors 
from across the Atlantic. It adds:

His wife 
is the champion of this woman's charter, 
which she introduced to a large meeting of 
women at Manchester on Thursday, 

Lady McLaren deals with woman's wrongs 
in no half-hearted fashion. First and fore- 
most she demands that the commons re- 
quest the bishops of the Church of Bhgland 
in convocation to draw up a new marriage 
service in accordance with womanly dignity 
and legal truth. a 

“ There is no doubt,” she said, “ of the in- 
ferior position of women in this country, and 
the reason we are treated so by the work- 
ing and other classes is because the church, 
and especially the marriage service, encour+ 
ages such treatment. 

‘The passage in the service, Wives, sub- 
mit yourselves unto your husbands as unto 
the Lord,’ compares the husband to a god. I 
do not deny his many godlike qualities, but 
I -do not think man can claim to have the 
authority of God. If he does he doesn’t get 
K.“ 

Lady MeLaren complains that this and 
other similar vows cannot possibly be kept. 
Women married in the Catholic, Jewish, and 
nonconformist churches can keep their mar- 
riage vows, while the woman married in the 
Church, of England cannot, shethinks. She 
refera to man’s false vow,” With all my 
worldly goods I thee endow.”

Last Sunday’s remarkable demonstrations 
in Berlin have left nobody in doubt with re- 
gard to the temper of the masses or their 
power when once thoroughly aroused. For 
all practical purposes the capital was bodily 
in their possession. The few. hundred police 
on duty in the downtown region could have 
been swept off their feet like so many tin 
soldiers by the 150,000 shouting, singing 
de monstrators, who were content to vent 
their revolutionary spirit by chanting the 
* Marseiliaise ’’ and waving red flags. 

The country is rocking with merriment 
over the completeness with which the Social 
Demoorats befooled and outmaneuvered Ber- 
lin’s police army and its bumptious com- 
mander in chief, Police President von 
Jagow. : 

While von Jagow’s invincible battalions of 
bluecoats and mounted gendarmes were 
holding a remote park at the southeastern 
edge of the town against the demonstrators 
who refused to enter the shambles the latter 
were stealing their way into the heart of the 
capital by thousands. Before the police in- 
telligence department had the slightest wind 
of the enemy's operations the Socialists bad 
swarmed through the royal Tiergarten park 
and, taking possession of the widest open 
area in the city, a great statue fringed 28- 
planade fronting the reichstag buildings in 
Konigsplatz. 


Police Are Most Unpopular. 

The police are the most unpopular members 
of the community in Berlin, and the people 
cannot suppress chuckling at their expense. 

The situation, however, has its serious side, 
and everybody except the government thor- 
oughly realizes it. The organized forces of 
authority in seeking to cow the Socialist 
party have to deal with as highly perfected 
an orgenization as is the government itself. 

Germany’s great general staff at the hey- 
fay of ite fame could not have planned and 
executed last Sunday’s huge demonstra- 
tion more skillfully or secretly than did the 
Socialis strategists. 

What the people are saying is that there is 
nothing apparently to prevent the reds from 
organizing a much more daring and compre- 
hensive attack next Sunday, or on any num- 
ber of Sundays. 

So far the demonstrators have conducted 
themselves with masterly self-restraint and 
good order. Nobody bas become excited ex- 
cept the police. Herr von Jagow, however, 
ia rapidly exhausting the patience even of 
the nonsocialist populace with his ridiculous 
r e measures. Sunday after Sunday 
Berlin has been converted into an armed 
camp. Miles of the most frequented down- 
town streets are entirely closed to traffic, 
and harmless pedestrians are hustied along 
the sidewalk by gruff policemen with re 
volvere stuck menacingly in their belts. 


Business Is Seriously Affected. 
In many districts business has been affected 
by this wholesale dislocation of 
traffic.

RUSS LAWS BITTER BLOW. 


Education Aids Youth of Race in the 
Ottoman Empire.

BERLIN, March 12.—Present day Jewish 
conditions throughout Kurope and the orient 
are comprehensively reviewed in the annual 
report of the Central Jewish Helief asso- 
clation of Germany, which operates in aili- 
ance with the prominent Jewish leaders and 
organizations of the United States. 

The president of the association is James 
Simon, one of Berlin's merchant princea, 
who, like Ns co-reiigionist, General Mata- 


‘ger Ballin of the Hamburg-American line 


enjoys the distinction of being an intimate 
friend of the kaiser. 

The inhuman Mws of Russia continue, ac- 
cording to report, to make the empire of the 
ezar the darkest spot on the Jewish horizon. 
During 1900 66.000 Russian Jews fled their 
country for America. Inis number was 
ewelled dy another 36, 0 Jews {from other 
countries. 


Russian Laws Pauperize Jews, 

The report gives graphic figures illustrating 
how the Russian laws are breeding Jewish 
paupers. Although the Jewish population of 
roundly 6,000 000, constitutes only a little 
over 4 per cent of the entire Russian popula- 
tion. 92 per cent of all the Jews in Russia are 
permitted to dwell only in twenty-five ef the 
sixty government districts, comprising alto- 
gether only one-sixth of the total area of the 


empire. 

The consequence of this overcrowding in 
the western and southern provinces, especial- 
ly Russian Poland, is that in such regions 
as Odessa and Warsaw, the Jews constitute 
respectively, 11 and 14 per cent of the popu- 
lation. Wholesale poverty is inevitable, and 
as a result at Faster time, 1900, 60,000 Jews 
were reduced to dependence on public char- 
ity, while 15,000 families, numbering 75,000 
‘persons, were in the same condition in War- 

W. 

The German association’s activities in Rus- 
gia are mainly devoted to assisting the em- 
gration, but it also supports schools for chil- 
dren barred from the public schools. 


Educate Youths in Turkey. 

In Galicia and Roumania the conditions 
are better than in Russia. But there, too, 
the Jews suffer under serious disabilities and 
outside assistance is constantly needed. 

The association is carrying on important 
work throughout the Turkish empire, espe- 
cially Palestine. At Haifa, near Jerusalem, 
the cornerstone soon will be laid of the splen- 
did technical college endowed principally 
through the munificience of Jacob H. Schiff 
of New York. 

Numerous other educational projects are 
supported in the orient with a special view of 
making the Turkish Jews valuable citizens 
of their own country and removing the causes 
for emigration. Special attention is devoted 
to teaching the Turkish national language 
in order that the young Jews may grow up 
equipped to play their part in the rejuvenat- 
tion of the new Turkey. Much is hoped from 
the inauguration of a kindergarten and a 
training school for kindergarten teachers in 


Palestine.

Ancient Church a Gem. 

The ancient chureh is a little gem. Kt 
stands near the point of a bluff command- 
ing a view over cafion, gorge, plain, and 
mountain range, which holds one spell 
bound. Irregularly scattered about over the 
greensward are the carved marble tombs of 
the ancients. The church itself is low and 
long. A diminutive nun, who has done serv> 
ice here for sixty years, produces a huge 
key from the folds of her gown and we are 
admitted to a little vestibule, shut in on the 
right and opening on the left into a long 
corridor which extends the length of the 
church and opens beyond into a little chapel. 

The walls of this vaulted corridor, of the 
vaulted chapel, and of the church are en- 
tirely covered with paintings, These paint- 
ings are not anly interesting, but well done. 
They were made by an artist and not by 
scene painters. There is a nalveté about 
some of the scenes which is refreshing; the 
creation of Eve, the way she leads Adam 
astray, the conception and the birth of Christ. 


Best of all is the marble stone in front of 


the ecreen. of ikons, on which the nun tells 
us miraculously appears on the morning of 
each Easter a drop of dew. It comes from 
Heaven and the touch of it to the eyes of the 
blind restores sight. There are some fine 
brass candlesticks and an enormous can- 
delabra bangs from the ceiling. . 

One of the windows lighting the church on 
the side toward the court is of delicate 
wrought iron--airy and graceful. Some of 
the gold and silver ex votos and the ikons 
are of beautiful workmanship; probably these 
ikons were once even more richly furnished 
than they are today. The ex votos are 
sheets of metal, hammered or carved to 
represent a hand, a foot, a segment of the 
head, a girdle, or some other portion of the 
body and are fastened over the painted ikon.

Nestor among all the rulers of Europe, 
Prince Luitpold, regent of Bavaria, entered 
yesterday upon his 90th year. By almost a 
decade the senior of his intimate friend and 
kinsman, Francis Joseph of Austria, he will | 
live in history as having declined the crown 
of king for himself and of having bestowed 
the crown of emperor upon a king. 

For it was he who as the representative 
and plenipotentiary of his nephew, Louis II., 
of Bavaria, at Versailies, handed to King 
William of Prussia the letter inviting him, in 
the name of all the sovereign princes of Ger- 
many, to assume the dignity of German em- 
peror, Louis had manifested a good deal of 
reluctance about the matter, so much so that 
it looked at one moment as if his objections 
would prove an insuperable obstacle to the 
reconstitution of the German em b 

It was Prince Luitpold who not only over- 
came the hesitation of his brilliant and ec- 
centric nephew but even won him over to the 
idea to the extent of inducing him to himself 
write the letter conveying the wishes of his 
fellow rulers of Germany to the king of 
Prussia, with regard to the proclamation of

He was thoroughly cognizant of ' 
all the wearisome duties and troubles and 
the anxieties of thé position and was only 
impelled to undertake it in 1886 by a deep 
sense of obligation to his. dynasty, to the 
people of Bavaria, and to the German empire, 
In order to realize what an old man Luit- 
pold is, in spite of the fact that he still stalks 
chamois in the Tyrolese A and still goes 
swimming in the summer—he was in his 
youth the champion Amateur swimmer and 
gymnast of Bavaria—it is necessary to recall 
the fact that he was a man of nearly 30 when 
his father, Louis I., was forced to abdicate, 
in consequence of hig infatuation for that 
extraordinary adventuress and famous heau- 
ty, Lola Montez, who subsequently came over 


the empire in December, 1870. Luitpold may 
therefore be said to have proved a notable 
and important factor in cementing the unity 
of Germany into one great empire of some 
two score sovereign states 
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Luitpold hes frequently been urged by his 
fellow countrymen in Bavaria, bythe present 
German emperor, as well as by the latter's 
twa predecessors, and by the most influential 
of the rulers of the other German states to’ 
assume the crown of Bavaria. For his 
nephew, the present king, has been com- 
pletely insane ever since the day when it be- 
came necessary to piace him under restraint, 
at the German headquarters at Versailles, 
about Christmas time in 1870, that is. to say, 
just forty years ago. 

He was completely demented at ‘the time 
of his brother’s death, and condition was 
such that in any other mo leal country 
it would have been regarded as a valid reason 
for his exclusion from the crown. But Prince 
Luitpold, who was next in the line of succes- 
sion, would not hear of any such thing. He 
called attention to the fact that there was 
nothing in the national constitution of Ba- 
varia to warrant the barring ofa prince from 
the throne, even on the score of madness, and 
further pointed out that while the council 
of the crown, consisting of the princes of the 
reigning house and of the principal! dignita- 
ries of the kingdom, had the right to estab- 
lish a regency and to appoint a regent, in 
the event of the king being for some reason 
or other prevented from administering the 
duties of rulership, the regent was precluded 
from permitting any change of the constitu- 
don, that being a prerogative restricted ex- 
clusively to the sovereign himself, acting in 
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here to the United States, where she died 
Twelve years later his brother, King Otto, 
was driven from the throne of Greece by a 
military league, similar to the one which has 
exhausted the patience of King George, and 
which has brought the latter to the point of 
addication. 1 

In 1866 Prince Luitpold, then a man of 45, 
commanded the Bavarian forces in the war 
against Prussia, and in the battle of Helni- 
stadt saw his eldest son, Prince Louis, who 
was acting as his aid-de-camp, struck down 
by his side and so severély wounded that 
for a time his recovery was déspaired of. 
After the restoration of peace he devoted 
himself to the reorganization of the Bavarian 
army, and particularly of ita ordnance, a 
branch of the service in which he was’ an 
expert, and if the Bavarian troops m 80 
fine a showing in the French war of 1870. 
it was largely due to the manner in which 
they had been prepared for the conflict by 
their royal generalisaimo.

8. Tierce. Grasp your foil with your palm 
to let and your thumb up. That's the strong- 
est fencing position there Is. 

4. Prime. Put your palm down and keep 
your thumb turned to left. That's the weak- 
est position there is. 

5. Seconde. Turn your palm to the right 
and keep your thumb down. 

All the time you're fencing with your right 
hand you have to keep your left in a half 
circle over your head. I don’t know why, I’m 
sure, unless it’s supposed to be more grace- 
ful. My elbow is so bony I must look any- 
thing but graceful, I think. 

The positions aren't all you have to learn 
by any manner of means. There are parries 
and beats and lunges, and you have to sa- 
lute and retreat and advance and recover.

Caught in transit, last Sunday, between the 
Fine Arts building and a train scheduled for 
St. Louis, Elbert Hubbard explained his 
meditated plunge into vaudeville—or vode-vil 
as he called it—at the Majestic, in one terse 
sentence: 

“ Two audiences a day for one week. Think 
of that,” he exclaimed tossing back his Fra 
Elbertus mane. It's a good thing for a 
speaker to have audiences made to order for 
him. instead of hunting them all over the 
country at the tedious expen f little jour- 
neys, and big ones too. Fourteen great city 
audiences in one week, isn't that a tempta- 
tion for a talker who, while dispensing ideas, 
is in search of other ideas for his own use :? 
What does it all mean? Well, let us say, 
thoughts, ideas, emotions, lofty aspirations 
and divine impulses, resulting in copy and 
more copy. , 

I have appeared on the Chautauqua plat- 
form, and that is @ cross between the old 
country fair and vaudeville, so why shouldn't 
I go into vaudeville? Talk about dignity, 
what nonsense! 
and haven't missed it. The man with noth- 
ing but dignity to lose is a pretty poor fellow. 
You can’t cash dignity or turn it Into ideas. 
Vaudeville means a lively experience, new 
ideas, and good copy. Ideas are what count, 
and you must go after them where the mass- 
es foregather. I will meet thousands of peo- 
ple, and in a way exchange ideas with them. 
It is always the big emotion, the compelling 
situation, the inepiration of numbers that 
carries one off his feet and quickens the 
mental machinery.“

One ot the conspicuous citizens of that 
noisy and self-satisfied town is a certain 
Oscar Hammerstein. He is not greatly be- 
loved in the neighborhood of the Metropolitan 
opera house, as is easy to understand when 
one glances ae the announcements for the 
last week. As againet the offerings of that 
establishment already recounted “ Pique 
Dame and Der Freigschtitz” were the 
only important ones—he presented revivals 
of Pelleas et Mellsande and Salome.“ 
It is significant that while “ Salome was re- 
ceived without undue evidence of excitement, 
the interest in the Debussy opera showed a 
marked increase. Mary Garden interpreted 
the principal roles in both operas. 

But it is only fair to state that if Mr. Ham- 
merstein had a monopoly of modern works he 
also had more than his share of the fossils 
of opera repertory. He is burdened with a 
weighty contract. held by Mme. Tetrazzini, 
which extensive concert tours have not ma- 
terially reduced as to the number of appear- 
ances ealled for. He is, therefore, obliged to 
risk a performance of “ Lucia,” of waich 
the New York public is quite as tired as are 
we. Also he finds himself in a similar em- 
barrassment in the matter of M. Sammarco's 
contract. Hence a performance of “ Rigo- 
letto ” was also given. 

— 


August Spanuth has been telling the Ger- 
man public some home truths about the re- 
ception of this last word of music in 
America. “ Though in New York, too,” as 
he remarked in the Berlin Signale, many 
people were pretty well cut up after such a 
performance, yet it speaks well for the high 
standard of New York critics that no one 
shirked a fair conclusion, none condemned 
the work for departing from operatic mod- 
els, and even its stoutest opponents took heed 
to find for this ‘ Elektra’ a standard of its 
own.” He quoted every leading newspaper 
in proof. 

Strauss consigns the human voice to slow 
but certain death, Mr. Spanuth himself has 
declared at the Dresden premiere. It is to 
him but another orchéstral color or instru- 
ment. The drama might all be a pantomime, 
as in the scene of the maids at the well. 
Apart from vocal beauty; what of the words? 
On this point Debussy is far ahead of Strauss, 
for while he lets his characters only intone— 
psalmodieren—yet one understands his every 
word.“

. “Germania,” Baron Franchetti's lyric 
drama, which is scheduled for its first Chi- 
cago hearing on the afternoon of Saturday, 
April 4, had its American premiére at the 
Metropolitan opera on the afternoon of Jan. 
22. It was first given in Milan, at La Scala, 
eight years ago, and has received some thirty 
presentations at that famous home of art. 
Toscanini, Gatti-Casazza, and Caruso were 
all concerned in both premiéres, and it was 
owing to Caruso’s partiality for the role of 
Frederico Loewe that ‘it was included in 
this season’s list of novelties at the Metro- 
politan. 

The story of the opera deals with the over- 
throw of Napoleon's power in Germany. At 
least these stirring times form the back- 
ground for a not too conventional treatment 
of the time honored theme of love, treach- 
ery, sacrifice, and death. The unflattering 
light in which the French conquerors are 
shown makes a French performance of the 
work impossible, and the introduction of 
Queen Louise, mother of Wilhelm L, into the 
personages of the drama brings upon the 
opera the ban of German imperialism, It 
has had but one production on German soil, 
at the opera in Karlsruhe. 

The plot of the opera is briefly told. Fred- 
erico,. to guard the honor of his betrothed, 
Ricke, who has been wronged by Worms, 
suppresses his love and allies himself with 
Worms, who is the leader of the revoking 
students, against the common enemy, Napo- 
leon. An differencesof a personal nature are 
cast aside, even though Worms eventually 
deserts Ricke. When Worms is mortally

wounded in dattie, Frederico urges Ricke to 
forgive him, and himself dies happy in the 
knowledge of her love for him and the beef 
that the fatherland has been freed from for- 
eigm oppression.

But less than a 
hundfed and fifty years ago the settle- 
metit and its tributary territory loomed 
large in the fortunes of Great Britain. 

Today Kaskaskia is nothing but a name, 
and her annals, those chronicles written 
in the French of the revolutionary days, 
misspelled English, or the Latin of the 
church, lie in musty afchives in far-off 
Quebec or in the vaults of historical so- 
dieties in various state capitals. Some 
must be sought in the museums of Lon- 
don and Paris. The IIlineis state bis- 
torical library, however, is doing a mag- 
nificent thing in selecting, collatifig, ar 
ranging and editing all extant documents 
relating to Virginia and IIlinois. Its pub- 
lication of the Illinois Historical Collec- 
tions, of which Volume Five—Volume Two 
ef the Virginia series—is just out, makes 
accessible to the general public papers 
which the student might else have ta 
search for the world over. 

This particular volume, Kaskaskia 
Records, 1778-1790,“ has been edited with 
an introduction and notes by Clarence 
Walworth Alvord of the University of 
Lilinois, to whose scholarly and patient 
research we are already indebted for 
many things in early western history, else 
unknown, The future student of Amer 
can history will be under heavy obliga- 
tions to Mr. Alvord and those who are 
assisting him in his labors for bringing

Prince Vietors sister was thé mother of the present Ger- 
man empres#, and Count Giéichen is therefore a first cousin 
of her German majesty. Thanks te this, he enjoyed an excep- 
tionally privileged position at the Kaiset’s court and in Berlin 
society while acting as military attaché of the British embassy 
there béfore being transferred to Washington. 

Count Gletehen’s mother now bears the title of Princess 
Victor BHohentéiie by virtue of an order ot queen Victoria, al- 
though it ie not recognized on the continent, and has a coun- 
try place at Ascot and a handsome suite of apartments in St. 
James’ palace. Count Gleichen ie her only son, and she has 
three daughters, the eldest of whom, Countess Feodora Gleich- 
en, has achieved no little fame as a painter and as a seulp- 
tress, having won prises both at the Royal academy and at the 
Paris Salon.

The Hon. Sylvia Badwardes, his future wife, is the favorite 
maid of honor of queen Alestandra, as she was also of the 
late Queen Victoria: is 80 years of ase: 4 most accomplished 
rhusician, spent some six years of her early girlhood in 
Washington, where her father, the Hon. Henry Edwardes, 
brother of ‘the fourth Lord Kensingtoti, was secretary of the 
British legation from 1887 until 1892. Her family is a Welsh 
one, founded by Ynyr ap Cadforeh, one of the great nobles 
of aticient Wales, and counting among his ancestors many of 
the former kings and sovereigh princes of Wales. 

The name of Edwardes came into the family in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, probably because it was lese jaw breaking 
than the original patronymic, and ever since it has been used 
as such by the house of which Lord Kensington is the chief.

OLD AGE PENSIONS IN FRANCE. 


[Minneapolig Journal.] 

The passage of the British old age pension bill no doubt, 
has stimulated activity in that line in other countries, but no 
nation appears to want to enact such a Wholesale law as the 
house of commons has laid on the taxpaying back of the doun- 
try. Other nations, however, are moving in the general direc 
tion, but by easter stages. 

The French senate has just passed a bill which the British 
commend as more businesslike than their own. It provides for 
contributions to a pension fund by émployers, émployés, and 
the state, the last to pay as much as the other two. The full 
pension is limited to those who reach the age of 65 years, five 
years below the British Mmit, and who have contributed for 
thirty years. 

The annual payment under this dct cannot be more than $42 
a year, which would seem madequate to an American, but is 
sufficient in France to mark the line between independence and 
pauperism. It is estimated that 17,600,000 persons will be ar- 
fected by the act, which will entail a heavy burden on the 
treasury. Its proposal by the senate indicates that the scheme

It was a temptation as old as the race and still resuacted dally. 
Men are cénstantly anxious for food and ralment and houses and the 
delicate luxuries ot life, sorely pressed to use every energy and talent 
in making money and gathering external goods. The season of Lent 
utters the claim of the soul and magiifies the higher and more éatis- 
tying things of lifethe things which are infinite and eternal. 

Jesus was to throw himself from the pinnacle of the temple in 
order to have the providence of God manifested in a special way 
toward him. The same tempta tion continues in the world today. The 
Christian inclines to say, “I am a member of the church and so stand

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risks or even claim indulgeiées whith are tinpossible for others.” It 
is sigtificant that Jesus, with all his cossclotisness of communion and 
souship with God, never felt himself beyond the réach of temptation. 
This relationship itself had ite daaigers. 

The more he emphasised it the more hia disciples yearned to see 
him take advantage of ft. Mauy times they urged him to set up his 
throne and kingdom even by force, trusting doubtless to his ability te 
sumiuion to bis aid legions of angels. But he worked on by the slow 
process of education to train a few followers to carry the lea ven out 
through the world. That was his auswer to the tempter who sought 
to overthrow him through self-sufficiency and pride. 

Jesus was tested at a still mote vulnerable point It appealed to 
his dearest ambition. He sought to gain the world in order to save 
it. If he would but make some contession, some compromise, he should 
have it all. How typical is that témptation! Many a man seeking the 
good of society is met by the same demand. It would make him popii- 
lar, extend his influence, and enablé him eventually to serve his cause. 
The coufse which Jesus chose was the tragi¢, sorrowfal, and tedious 
one of adherance to his convictions.

proportion as compared with men and things. Often we hear a person 
who onght to be worldly wise taking offense at something some one 
has said or done, At the time of the occurrence he overlooked the 
“ enormity” of the thing. Thinking it all over catefully, he feels that 
he has discovered the true inwardness of the whole thing. He has 
diagnosed the whole situation. That thing, and this thing, and the 
other thing, all put together, make everything concerning the circum- 
stünce plain as daylight! 

Yet bow many times, When some one has come to you with such 
an explanation, do you discover that in thé aggrieved person’s diag- 
nosis of the thing he has given the person responsible for it an infer 
ential credit for possessing a mind shrewd enough and reasoning enough 
for the offender to acquit himself in a business situation paying $10,000 
a year salary? 

Innuendo and sly, backhanded thrusts that reach home in the victim 
ordinarily are tools used by keen wits. The ordinary “dud,” as he is 
styled, by the same slang token, “doesn’t get away” with them. 
Yet how many of those offenders at large ate grouped with the “dubs”? 
Some of the most prominent “dubs” I know are in correspondingly 
prominent places, both in business and in society. There is no class 
distinction among them. I Mke the word “dub,” and if the word is 
applied deservedly afd intelligently, anywhere in the social scale, it 
explains all to me. A “dub” is a dub.“ 

And just here it serves the purpose of the text of this article. 
Don't be a “dub”. yourself—and sometimes it isn’t easy to avoid the 


charge in the ease of the young man who is asked, What are you 
going to do about it?’ Avoidance of the implication, even, is much 
easier if the Whole matter goes no further than the young man’s self- 
imposed question, What am I going to do about it?’ 

A few years ago a doctor Friend of mine met me in the street, put 
his band in his overcoat pocket, and handed me a bunch ot small 
cards on which In the imprint of type. I glanced at one of them 
and read: “ Go to I have troubles of my own!” He was not & 
man given to levity, and I asked why he had taken upon himself the 
distribution of such ¢ards. | 

“I wae sitting quietly awhile ago in a car,” he etplained, “ and 
just as a man sitting next to me got up fo leave he shoved something 
i my overeat pocket. It was a big handful of these cards.” 

Often since that time I’ve wondered whether @ free distribution 
of this printed card on occasion might not serve a great community 
good, That average person who would be a deserving recipient of 
such a card is the person who is in position to be asked that practical, 
short, and to the point, What are you going to do about it?’ Se far. 
he isn’t doing anything about it; he’s merely talking about it! He 
ought to know that in all probability he is boring his hearer. It his 
listening companion is good nattred and yet uninterested, he will do 
no more than try to discover whit his compatiion is thinking of doing, 
and at once fall in with the speaker's idea. There is nothing helpful 
to be expected of the hearer.

That funeral solemnities and 
sepulchral honore will ever assume & place 
of less importance in human life is greatly 
te be doubted. There are few customs that 
have prevailed among mankind, and those 
which have passed unaltered from age to 
age would seem to have their root in the 
fixed principles of human nature. The 
united voice of successive generations 
has seemed to proclaim the fitness and ex- 
pediency of this respect for the dead It 
has been the growth of no particular cotn- 
try. but has been manifested in various 
ways by all the tribes of the earth.

It doubtless had its genesis in the uni- 
versal] desire for the posthumous regard 
and affection of our friends. We long to 
hold a place always in the remembrance 
ef those we are leaving, and the thought 
that we may be totally forgotten with no 
record of dur place of burial is, perhaps, 
quite mtoleradie to most of us. It is true 
the world over that to buy a coffin or a tomb- 
stone the poorest man will make unlimited 
sacrifice—the greatest profligate will curb 
his indulgence. In China, the son will sell 
himself into slavery to purchase a rich 
coffin for hie father. 

These natural cravings for regard after 
death are aesured of gratification because 
it is a source of comfort to the surviving 
friends to avis honors and eulogy on the 
Geparted. With this ts mingted a certath

compassion for those who have passed the 
borderland into the unknown. There is 
also, even at the present time, In many 
countries, a superstitious awe of the dead, 
resulting from the belief thet disembodied 
spirits are still sensible of what passes on 
earth. 

And there are certain decided moral ad- 
vantages to be derived from this public 
eulogy of the dead. In the case of great 
public men, this dwelling upon their private 
ahd public virtues is 4 nobler lesson, a 
greater incentive to emulation, thap all the 
abstract teaching in the world. The tomb 
of a gocd man may supply the want of his 
presence, and veneration for his memory 
produce the same effect as imitation of his 
virtues.” Then. too, thie veneration for 
the tombs of our forefathers strengthens 
the bond uniting ws with our sative land.

Of course, exfravagances and supersti- 
tions born of this universal custom have 
developed and multiplied. until there are 
doubtiess as many variat!ons in the form of 
funeral honors and the hebiliments of 
mourning as there are nations, or even 
classes. Balsac, in bis Country Doctor 
gives an interesting example of the great 
Gisparity of these customs ameng the peas- 
ants residing within a short distance of 
one another, those amodg the hills and 
mountain peaks, who have a larger way 
of regarding things,’ clinging to the cus- 
toms that bear the impress cf older times, 
and recall vaguely scenes in the bible;

The Roman funeral was a most elaborate 
entertainment, musicians, trumpetera, 
pipers, players, and buffoons, besides many 
women to lament long and loudly, were 
hired to follow the corpee, which was car- 
ried on a couch covered with rich cloth. 
One of the players, called Archiminus, was 
usually required to assume the character of 
the deceased imitating his words and 
actions. 

In old England a funeral entertainment is 
said to have cost more than to portion ofa 
daughter. Large numbers of guests were 
invited, Who were met at the door by a fe 
male attendant in black gowh and white 
‘apron, and given a certain kind of apiced 
liquor and a bun, or piecé of Currant bread. 
The guests were all expected to present a 
shilling to the nearest relative of the de- 
ceased, Who sat at the head of the coffin for 
this purpose. Oftentimes the will of the de- 
ceased provided that gloves, of écarfé, or 
funeral mnge—of Diack enameé! and gold, 
bearing the name, age, and date of death— 
should be given to relatives and friends. 

In Hereford it was an old custom to hifé 
poof people to take upon themselves the 
sins of the deceased. It was an easy matter 
to find those who would assume al the 
sins in the curriculum fox the sake of the 
loaf of bread and jug of beer, which, hand- 
ed to them over the body of the corpse, im- 
piled that they took all the sins of the de- 
parted and thus freed them from watking 
after death, 

There wae a certain utility in some of 
these beliefs, that, for insta nee, general in 
Scotland, which supposed that it disturbed 
the ghost of the dead and was fatal to the 
living if a tear fell upon the shroud or wind- 
ing sheet, or if a cat leaped over the corpse.

The in- 
tense vitality of the man, his love of the 
Grama, his sure touch upon character—all 
these are here; and every glance at the pic- 
ture makes one marvel the more at its u- 
Mant audacity of style. 

I am confirmed also in my impression that 
im Louis Betts and Ralph Clarkson, Chicago 
has two portrait painters whose best work 
outranks that of any other moderns shown 
here except the giants above mentioned. This 
is @n emphatic statement—I believe time will 
justify it. Again their position would be 
chalieneged if we could hang beside the 
Meith and Goodspeed and Mrs. Carry por- 
traits some of Alexander's best, or Abbott 
Tus yver's, or Shannon's, not to speak of a 
few artiste not represented here—men like 
Muloaga, Lavery, Carriére, whose work Chi- 
Sago has had little chance to see. 

Yet some of these Alexander portraits, even 
af not the best he can co, are good examples 
of his style, and he is one of those rare, hap- 
pily endowed artists whose every stroke has 
@ certain distinction. There is a suggestion 
of rhythm in his figures of poise and grace; 
the best of them express a spontaneous lyric 
Joy. And sometimes his characterization is 
strikingly true; the “Mrs. Webster.“ for 
@xample, is true to the spirit as well as the 
physica) appearance of its subject; expres- 
sive of her temperament in the lines of face 
@nd figure, even though the painting of the 
fiesh lacks softness. And the H. H. Por- 
ter is as intimate, and om the whole a 
stronger study of a different type. Alexan- 
der is pretty nearly a great man, with a bigh- 
ly individual style, and an intensely mod- 
ern way of looking at life.

Then there is Gari Melchers, another big 
man, who, though not at his best as a portrait 
painter, shows here two or three of his most 
Successful efforts in that kind. How tender 
is his touch upon wise and noble old age in 
the one of Donald Mitchell, how richly alive 
is this gracious human soul he reveals to us!

Time and again has Frederick Warde, in 
the character of Mark Antony, stood over the 
body of Brutus, played by the Mate Louis 
James, and delivered this eulogy, as the last 
curtain descended upon Shakspeare’s great 
tragedy, “Julius Cesar.” With e depth of 
feeling that showed how keenly he feels the 
passing of his old friend of the classics, Mr. 
Warde, who was in Chicago when the news 
of Mr. James death was flashed over the 
wires, employed these lines as his apprecia- 
tion of the character of the man who was 
for several years his stage comrade. 

Memories of that heroic figure that wore 
the flowing toga so gracefully, the melodious 


| voice that played with organiike beauty upom 


his auditors, and the fine personal qualities 
of his old associate and friend crowded 80 
persistently upon Mr. Warde as to produce 
an attack of insomnia, and, though it waa 
almost high noon, his Interviewer found him 
still abed trying to cultivate the balm of 
sleep. Propped on hiepillows, the tragedian- 
lecturer grew eloquent as he spoke of the 
achievements and character of the modest 
James, who was #0 universally beloved by 
the members of his various companies that 
they never permitted hie birthday to slip by 
without remembrance, 

„Many stories have been circulated and 
printed (and now that he is dead I presume 
they will go the rounds of the press again) 
in regard to the stage pranks of Mr. James, 
but they have been all exaggerated,” said 
Mr. Warde. “ He took his profession more 
seriously than he has been given credit for, 
though not serious enough to have wen for 
him the recognition he deserved,”’

„Lou. was an actor in the truest and big- 
gest sense of the word. He could make his 
audiences weep and the prompter laugh at 
the same moment. His versatility was re- 
markable. He could play a Hamlet that 
would please, and he could with equal facllity 
play the Gravedigger or Polonious. I con- 
sider his Bebbo Pepe, the malevolent, waap- 
ish jeeter in ‘ Francesca di Rimini,’ his great- 
est role. His Othello and his Brutus were 
also noble performances, while Falstaff gave 
his bubbling humor full play. 

The stage was not James’ pet ambition. 
He craved a military career. He preserved 
his military tastes throughout his life, and to 
the day of his death it was a source of regret 
that his father prevented him from going into 
the army when a boy. Later, however, he 
enlisted in a New Yerk regiment and served 
with credit in the civil war, being promoted 
to the rank of sergeant. We were together 
when the Spanish-American war broke out, 
and Lou chafed over the fact that he had 
passed the age when he could aga fn go to the 
front. During the Boer war he carried topo- 
graphical maps, upon which he was wont to 
indicate the movements of the armies with 
pins. 

He had many friends in the army, and he 
was always invited to the military posts in 
the vicinity of which we played. He wasa 
member of Elisworth's Zouaves, a once fa-

mous organization, and I recall how upon 
one occasion he abandoned the making up 
process to rush from his dressing room to 
embrace an old comrade who gave the Ells- 
worth war cry near his door.

“TI first met Lou James in 1874, when I 
came from England to New York to become 
the leading man at Booth's theater. James 
and George Clarke were then the leading 
men at Daly's. Charles R. Thorne Jr. and 
McKee Rankin occupied similar positions at 
the Union Square, while H. J. Montague and 
Lester Wallack played the leads at Wal- 
lack’s. The first part I saw James play was 
Yorick in ‘ Yorick,’ which was afterward 
called ‘ Yorick’s Love,“ in which Lawrence 
Barrett achieved great success. I was deeply 
impressed with Mr. James’ performance of 
Yorick. 

“ While he was popular with the public, he 
caused Mr. Daly some anxiety through his 
lack of reverence for the stringent regula- 
tions of that gentleman. Lous sense of 
humor was not appreciated by Mr. Daly, and 
he next went to the Boston theater, where 
he first met Marie Wainwright. Together 
they joined Lawrence Barrett, whom they 
both supported for a number of years. After- 
ward James ard Wainwright starred jointly 
on thelr own account. Probably his most 
congenial part was in ‘ Soudan.’ produced by 
Klaw & Erlanger. In that role James had 
the opportunity to gratify his military tastes. 

It was in this city that I first entered Into 
negotiations with Mr. James for a joint star- 
ring tour. That was in1892. The enterprise 
was, as you know, a great success. After an 
interval we again became stellar associates 
in conjunction with Kathyrn Kidder. Later 
Mr, James. went on a,joint starring tour with 
Modjeska. 

— 

“While Lou James possessed a keen sense 
of humor that sometimes assumed the form 
of practical jests, to the embarrassment of 
fellow players. his prankishness was often a 
cloak to hide some deeper emotion. For Lou 
James was in a way a man of sorrows. I 
know of no man who was more generally 
beloved. He was the soul of generosity, and 
he despised the affectations with which per- 
sons in similar positions are sometimes 
afflicted. I never saw him in a temper, and 
there was never a breath of discord between 
us. 

He was a man of the most temperate 
habits. but his extreme liberality with friends 
and unfortunates in the.profession had al- 
ways prevented his saving any money until 
his marriage with Aphie Hendricks, a mem- 
ber of his company, who has been his leading 
woman for several years. Being a splendid 
business woman, she conserved his means, 
and in later years it was the joy of his Nfe 
to repair at the end of each season to their 
beautiful home at Monmouth Beach, N. J. 

Nothing but the most beautiful memories 
of Lou James will be treasured by those for- 
tunate enough to have been associated with 
him, from the most humble player to the 
person of professional standing. In his time 
he played many parts, but he has now entered 
the drama Immortality, where the scenes 
never change, the actors never dle.

The art institute has made two injudicious 
purchases of late—the Forum bull by Joseph 
Lindon Smith, and Mary Cassatt’s Woman 
and Child,” now in the portrait show.

of artistic interest. And the other picture is 
the worst Caseatt I ever saw; striped like a

At Reinhardt's is an exhibition of portraits 
by Wilhelm Funk,an American artist of Ger- 
man birth, who has made a resounding suc- 
cess in eastern cities of late, and recently 
painted the president. 

Mr. Funk strikes me as an extremely able 
painter, but one of the most careless, or else 
unprincipled, who ever put brush to canvas. 
Some of Ais portraits of men—those of Mr. 
Gilder, Mr. Prime, Mr. McKinlock-—are 
strong, virile, vital things, showing a real 
insight into character and some sense of 
color. A few of his portraits of women are 
good in spots, but nearly all of them show 
unpardonable weaknesses, and most of them 
are rather thin and flabby melodramatic af- 
fairs. Of the portraits of children only one, 
the litth Thompson-Seton girl, seems to me 
more alive than a doll. 

The large portrait of Mre. Wiltsee with a 
ba by ip her lap is so clever in the upper part 
cf the figure that the lack of modeling below 
and the utterly raw background seem un- 
pardonable. And sometimes the whole pic- 
ture ie little less than a crime against the 
art in which Mr. Funk might gain real dis-

It s a fact that our American boxers have 
reached such an exceptionally perfect stage 
in scientific fistic knowledge and physical 
development that we need no longer fear 
an international rivalry for the champlion- 
ships in all the classes from bantam to heavy- 
weight, and in a measure I regret that such 
may be the case. 

Instead of our boxers going across the pond 
looking for battle for championship honors, 
France and England are just at present of- 
fering inducements for Americans to visit 
Paris and London to entertain patrons of 
the sport. Some of our fighters have even 
invaded the czar’s domain, and a few years 
from now it will not sound strange to know 
that Americans have the right to claim 
the fistic championship of Russia, Bohemia, 
or even Egypt should the fever which has 
been started on tne other side continue to 
spread as in recent years. 

There isn't a doubt in my mind that, from 
the way Paris has taken hold of the game of 
the padded glove, it will not be many years 
before the youths of France will lay aside the 
fol} and take up the padded mitt in the more 
manly art of self-defense. 


Would Open Paris School. 

Then I have no doubt that a lot of good 
boxers will be developed, and I'm not alto- 
gether certain that if my plans for stage 
work in America were less bright to make 
my future success assured that I would hesi- 
tate to move across and open a school of 
instruction in Paris. The French are quick 
to learn, physically active, and game. and 
just as soon as the right material is offered 
we shall find rivals for championship honors 
over there. 

Just at present it seems rather strange to 
see the Lewis boys, who after their twenty- 
five round draw were rematched. Joe 
Jeannette, Al Kubiak, Sam McVey, and half 
a dozen more having greater or less preten- 
sions to championship honors fighting among 
themselves in Paris and London. 

In England, too, we find little beyond the

| AFTER NATIONAL DOUBLES. 


A. Walter Dunlop and Dr. Sharp Also 
Will Try for Tennis Honors,

Word has just been received in America 
that the Australasian Lawn Tennis associa- 
tion will send an invading team to America 
this summer in the hope of capturing the 
national championship and other titles. 

It is announced that this team will consist 
of the four greatest players in Australasia— 
Norman E. Brookes of Victoria, Anthony F. 
Wilding of New Zealand. A. Waker Dunlop 
of Victoria, and Dr. Sharp of New South 
Wales. The team probably will sail for 
America the latter part of May and will be 
accompanied by a team of six golfers, com- 
prising the best golf talent in the island con- 
tinent. Both teams will make complete tours 
of the United States and will compete in all 
af the important tournaments. 

The visit of the Australasian players will 
mark the first appearance of players from 
the Pacific continent in the United States. 
Chief interest of course will attach to the 
appearance of the Great Brookes, who for 
the last three years has been regarded as the 
greatest exponent of .awn tennis in the 
world. Wilding, his doubles partner. how- 
ever, is almost as well known as Brookes and 
was responsible more than the latter for the 
victories of Australia over the two teams 
trom America which invaded the British col- 
ony in 1908 and 1900 in quest of the Davis 


cup. 
Dunlop and Sharp to Come. 

The other two members of the Australasian 
team Dunlop and Dr. Sharp—are not so well 
known in this country, although Fred H. 
Alexander, holder with Hackett of the Amer- 
ican doubles championship, regards the for- 
mer as the greatest Goubies player he ever 
has seen. 

The actual plans of the Austraiasian team 
have not been made known, but ft is regara- 
ed as a certainty that the quartet will ap- 
pear in the western championships at Chi- 
cago this summer. 

Arriving in San Francisco, the Austraiasi- 
ans will play on the coast only in practice 
matches. {if at all The courts of the ra- 
cific coast section are composed entirety of 
clay and asphalt, which would make it un- 
wise for the Australasians—eccustomed to 
grass courts—to compete in matches under 
these unfavorabie conditions.

BOOM LAKE RACES FOR 190 


Three Loeal Yacht Clubs Meet 
and Adopt Long Schedules. 


SEASON TO BE ACTIVE ONE. 


Many Cups Offered for Power Boat 
Races, Which Are Open Events. 


BY JOHN G. DE LONG. 


The 1910 yacht racing season received a 
healthy impetus last week when all three 
of the big local clubs held meetings and per- 
fected arrangements for their summer's 
campaign, The Chicago Yacht club fixed 
upon Mackinac as the destination of its an- 
nual long. distance cruising race and adopted 
a schedule that assures one of the most ac- 
tive seasons in several years, while the mem- 
bers of the Jackson Park Yacht club fixed 
up its slate of events for the summer. The 
most recent gathering of the week was that 
of the Clumbia Yacht club, which last night 
gave a “ boosters’ dinner and afterwards 
transacted much important business. 

The Chicago Y. C. schedule should be pro- 
ductive of some excellent sport. It promises 
a return to the old days when the Grant park 
organization went in for the racing end of 
the game on a large scale. According to the 
schedule already published, races have been 
arranged for nearly every Saturday, begin- 
ning June 25, and the few open dates on the 
schedule are to be filled at the April meeting 
of the Yacht Owners’ association. 

Largely through the efforts of Vice Commo- 
dore T. L. Gilmer, power boat racing is to be 
encouraged. at the Chicago club, the rapid 
growth of that branch of the sport having 
increased to such an extent that the owners 
of gasoline propelled yachts are to come in 
for considerable attention. 


Cups for Power Boat Races. 

In order to stimulate interest in power boat 
racing Mr. Gilmer early in the winter put up 
a cup to be competed for under the auspices 
of the Chicago Y. C. during the summer, and 
his example soon was followed by other mem- 
bers of the organization. At the annual 
meeting of the club Charles E. Fox, himselfa 
sailboat man, donated a cup to be raced for 
by the power boats, and at last week's meet- 
ing of the Yacht Owners’ asseciation Commo- 
dore William L. Baum and Dr. Elliott Car- 
penter did likewise, which already assures 
four trophies, with others in prospect. 

The opening date of a power boat week 
at the club has been set for July 9. On that 
day the Gilmer cup will be competed forina 
race from Chicago to Indiana Harbor and 
return The race will be open to all cruis- 
ing power boats on Lake Michigan and trib- 
utary waters, and entries are expected from 
the leading clubs. 

The Columbia Yacht club will start its an- 
nual long distance power boat race one week 
later, and an effort is to be mede to-induce 
members of the Illinois Valley Yacht club 
of Peoria to bring their boats here and enter 
both events. Guest cards are to be issued to 
the Peoria men for the entire week. Presi- 
dent Rosing of the Y. O. A. appointed a com- 
mittee consisting of Vice Commodore Gil- 
mer, Dr. Elliott Carpenter, and A. D. Van 
Nostrand to arrange details for the week. 


Old Two Stickers to Compete, 

When W. C. Thorne donated a cup to the 
club early in the winter, he did so with the 
understanding that Commodore Baum was to 
select the class in which the trophy was to 
be competed for. Commodore Baum, owner 
of Amorita, the largest and one of the fast- 
est schooners on Lake Michigan, now has 
wisely decided to put the cup up for competi- 
tion between the older type of double stickers, 
which for the last two seasons have been far 
outclassed by William Hale Thompson's Val- 
more and for the last season by Amorita algo. 

The old boats now will be given an oppor- 
tunity. to fight it out between themselves 
and as they are evenly matched, a good con- 
test is certain. At the last meeting Commo- 
dore Baum donated another cup for the same 
purpose and both will be raced for on July 
10. The yawls also will compete against each 
other and both contests will be raced under 
arbitrary handicaps. Under the plan, the 
regatta committee will handicap the boats 
on last season's performance in order to 
make the races as close as possible. 

It again has been decided to throw the 
Nutting cup competition open to both-the 
eighteen footers and twenty-one foot race- 
abouts as was the case last season.

ENGLISH WIN BIG CHESS MATCH 


Cable Play Results in Defeat of Ameri- 
cans by an Indefinite Score— 
Marshall a Victor. 


New York, March 12.—Great Britain once 
more carried off the honors at chess in the 
twelfth annual match by cable, concluded 
this evening at the rooms of the Brooklyn 
Chess club. 

Although three games were left unfinished, 
owing to the failure of the committees in 
charge to reach an understanding on the 
procedure for scoring, the tally stood 4% to 
2% in favor of the British. The Americans 
will gain another point by adjudication, and 
expect draws on the remaining two points, 
but at best, the total score will record 
an American defeat by 5% to 4% 

F. J. Marshall, United States champion, 
again outplayed J. H. Blackburne at the top 
board, and his ultimate success was admit- 
ted in London. Nevertheless, because the 
Americane would not resign the games at the 
fourth and ninth boards, Blackburne's res- 
ignation was withheld and the game left un- 
finished. / 

The sensation of the day was furnished 
by Roy T. Black, champion of the Brooklyn 
Chess club and a former intercollegiate 
player for Cornell, who won the only game 
actually placed in the American column to- 
day. 

When time was called Marshall, at board 
one, Voight, at board four, and Rosenfeld, 
at board nine, were still engaged. Marshall 
had a certain win in hand, which the British 
were willing to concede on condition that 
the games on the two remaining boards be 
abandoned as lost. Voight and Rosenfeld 
both felt confident that they could draw, and 
the offer was declined. Accordingly the 
three positions in debate will be sent to 
Baron Albert de Rothschild of Vienna, the 
official referee.

| NOTES FROM THE WORLD OF SCIENCE. 


The rapid growth of mahogany is shown 
in southern Nigeria, where the site of a town 
destroyed sixty years ago has been covered 
with a forest containing mahogany trees, 
some of which are more than ten feet in di- 
ameter. 

Electricity, which picks the tiny atoms of 
aluminum from the ore deposits, has made 
the metal possible to the commercial world. 
and in return aluminium now ranks next to 
copper as the most desirable metal for elec- 
trical machinery. 

Originally made merely for ornamentation, 
electric light shades now are designed along 
purely scientific lines to diffuse or reflect the 
light with the greatest economy. 

Seventeen species of shark, some of them

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Imports of Food 


Show Increase. 
By Philip R. Kellar. 


IGURES of farm products imported 
into the United States, recently com- 
-piled hy the department of agriculture, 
throw some indirect light upon the 
reasons for the increased cost of living 
in this country. The average imports of ag- 
ricultural products during the five years fror 
1901 to 1906 were §2.06 more for each man, 
woman, and child in the country than during 
the five years from 1851-1856. Fifty years 
each of us consimed annually $2.71 
worth of food raised in other countries; five 
years ago’ we each consumed annually more 
than double that amount, or 68.67 worth. 

The argument might be made that this 
increase was due to the inability of the 
United States to have production keep pace 
with consumption, but an analysis of the fig- 
ures tells a different tale. This ahalysis 
shows that we are much more extravagant 
now than we were fifty years ago, in certain 
items of diet at least. 

In fifty years the imports of coffee in- 
creased from 7 to 12 peunds ita; the 
imports of tea Incre from & to 1.2 pounde 
per capita; and the imports of sugar jumped 
from 17 to 40 pounds per capita. There are 
not increases in prices—which might be ex- 
plained away on the supposition that the 
amount had. remained stationary while the 
cost had risen—but increase in actual quan- 
thy per capita. Each one of us now uses 
nearly three times as much sugar a year ag 
we did fifty years * 5 


Each One Consumies More. 

Each of us pays 10 cents more a year for 
cocoa and chocolate than did our fathers halt 
a century ago; and each of us consumes 
cents’ worth of tobacco more than fifty yéara 
ago; we each pay 55 Senta more a year for 
imported packing: house products, and 66 
cents more for vegetable fibers, silk. hemp,

Since 1900, 
though the total volume of farm products 
imports has continued to increase greatly, 
the gain in imports of manufactures and 
other nonagricultural articles has been 
greater, and the food imports have sveraged 
about 46 per cent of the total

highest mark in 1907, when they amounted to 
nearly §627,000,000.. In the following year 
they dropped to 3540, 000,000. The average for 
the five years 1901-1005 was a little over 
$456, 000, 000,

Imported Sugar Falls in Price. 

It is interesting to note that despite the 
great increase in the total and the per capita 
imports of sugar, the pricé of Philippine sug- 
ar has fallen from 2.9 cents to 1.7 cents a 
pound, ud the price of Cuban sugar has 
fallen from 3.6 to 2.5 cents a pound in fifty- 
eight years. Whether this is due to improved 
facilities in growing and refining sugar, or to 
other causes, the department of agriculture 
does not state.

To meet the demands of the summer fashions of 1916 
sorset manufacturers have provided low bust corsets 
in various forms. It is impossible to adopt the new 
peasant line in dress with a high bust corset, as the 
effect would be awkward and ungainly, exactly oppo- 
eite to the appearance of simple ease which is affected 
in such a costume. ‘ 

The true proportions must be maintained from hir 
to knee. There must be no rounding out of the thigh 
below the stays, making a line where the skirt of the 
corset begins. The increased curve in the hip line is a 
help toward achieving this result, as it disposes of 
some of the flesh, whicb is ordinarily pushed down to 
the skirt of the corset. The skirt portion must be 
ftted as closely as is compatible with ease in sitting. 
The announcement that the natural waistline has re- 
turned must not be misunderstood. One must take Into 
consideration her own figure. A short woman may 
have an inordinately long waist, and a tall woman a 
short waist;. the correct proportions are not always 
maintained in regard to figure. The only remedies for 
these defects lie in selecting the correct corset. 

A corset must not merely fit and be comfortable, it 
must also be graceful and becoming. There are 3 
number of corsets shown designed for the exprass 
purpose of giving the proper waist effect for the new 
costumes, There is the long skirted corset with the 
girdle top. This promises to be a favorite design 
this summer. As the name implies it is a corset with a 
girdle top and an extreme length below the waist.

Another design is of meuium height above the waist- 
line, with deep bust gores that droop to the waistbacd.

A new feature ig that the apron of the skirt and the 
bands holding the hose supporters are frilled at the 
edge with Valenciennes lace. Another point in finish 
and trimming is the covering of the front clasp by 
additional pieces of the material. Sometimes this fea- 
ture is worked up in quite an ornamental way as, for 
example, in one model the broad frill of lace which 
serves as a trimming at the top is brought into a 
flatly folded jabot, covering the entire overlapping 
pieces which conceal the steel front. 

These new corsets are not cheap. On the contrary 
they are expensive Juxuries, but they are even more 
important than the dress itself because upon their 
shape and fit depends the effect of the costume worn 
over them. Corsets require as careful attention to ft- 
ting and designing as dresses in order to overcome in- 
dividual faults. | 

In putting on these new corsets it is important first 
of all to habe the corset opened to the full extent of 
the laces. Laces from eight to twelve yards should 
be used according to the length of the corset. Loops 
should be made at the waist and at the hips. When 
the corset is full spread place it ‘about the figure, 
clasping with ease, pulling down slightly, but adjust- 
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ing it to the figure without lifting the flesh of the 
abdomen, first fasten the front supporters crossing 
them instead of fastening straight up and down, next 
those on the side and back. See that the corset is well 
down on the figure, pulling it down in the back even 
more than they used to do in front, slip the hand inside 
and pull up first one hip and then the other. This ke 308 
the stays in place and prevents them riding up oF 
giving that did fashioned slant to the waistline. 

The loops at the waistline should now Le drawn Up, 
but not tied. This is done to define the waistline of 
the corset. Now with the waist loops still untied 
begin to draw the lace from the lower edge of the 
corset. Keep an absolutely even opening between the 
edges of the two edge bones. If these bones meet it 
indicates that the corset is too large at the hips and it 
should have darts run into it to bring it to the proper 
sise. Now draw the laces from the top of the corset 
to the waist. Be careful here to preserve the same 
distance in the open space. The stays must be on a 
direct line from top to bottom, otherwise the steel will 
twist or there will be a bulging line. Then tie the 
ioops at the waistline and tuck the knots inside the 
lacings so that there will be no bulging lumps that 
will show through a thin gown. 

In taking off the corsets the reverse order is ob- 
served, the loops are untied, the lacings drawn out to 
widen the epace, the garters unclasped and the fronts 
unfastened. 

A new corset is not nearly at its best the frst time 


al 


it is worn; there is a certain nice agreement between 
the corset and figure after it has been worn a couple 
of times. There seems to be a mistaken idea that s 
good corset must necessarily be expensive. It is the 
cheaper corset of unknown make that is really ex- 
travagant, for it quickly loses its shape and it is then 
past all its usefulness. Every standard corset manu- 
facturer makes corsets in several grades, and after a. 
certain point is reached in the price you do not pay 
for a better made corset, but simply for the adora- 
ments which it carries, 

Naturally there are greater strength and wearing 
qualities in the standard makes, and, what is more ime 
portant, the fabrics and boning will bear cleaning.

The corsets of thir season give the back a different 
curve. Instead of making the figure slope in at the 
waist line with a swayback effect, the spine assumes 
almost an outward curve, and the abdomen is held in 
a normal position instead of being drawn inward and 
upward until it loses itself in other parts of the an- 
atomy. This position gives the body its proper bal- 
ance and takes away the unbending cuirassed effect, 
which at once suggests the stiff corset. 

In buying a corset the thing to consider is that 
brocade materials and the elaborate trimmings are 
tuch less important than cut and suitability to figure. 

Then there are other points to consider, The drst 
step is to sit as well as stand when trying on the 
corsets, in order to see it the corset steel Is too long or 
the boning over the hips too obtrusive. After its effect 
on the hips is seen notice the effect of the corset from 
the walst line up. Does it support without lifting the 
bust? This is correct if sufficiently high in the back 
to support the flesh at this point and yet not so high 
as to cause a ridge. 

If the steel in front is too long the corset will round, 
giving a line which is most objectionable. If the steels 
at the back are too long they will strike the chair 
when sitting. If the corset is too full over the hips 
ov the bust a seam must be taken in, or if toe small 
a gore inserted. 

Don't buy a corset that is a size or so too small 
under the impression that you can lace yourself inte 
the corset. Every piece of the corset is cut in pro- 
portion to the size, and if a size smaller than the 
correct one is chosen it simply throws every line 
of the corset out of its place and the consequence 10 
that it is a poor fitting corset. The costume, no mat- 
ter how fine its cut, will show the effect, and, vice 
versa, a good fitting corset will make itself evident 
even under an old fashioned gown. 

The average American woman is much better con 
seted than the average French woman. This ig be- 
cause the manufacture of corsets has been brought 
to greater perfection here than in France. Ah, but 
don’t think that the French corset maker does not 
make a good corset! On the contrary, the made to 
order corset in Paris is the perfection of the ast 
But the made to order corset is for the com 
small class of women, either here or in France And 
it is probable that there are more French women who 
wear made to order corsets than there are Americana

SOUP—Three medium sized potatoes, one 
Onion, one ounce dripping, one quart water, 
one dessertspoonful sago, one half pint 
skimmed milk. salt and pepper. 

Peel and wash the potatoes, cut into slices, 
peel the onion and slice thinly. Put the pota- 
toes and onions in a pan with the dripping, 
place over a gentle heat for ten minutes, 
Shaking the saucepan occasionally to pre- 
vent the potatoes sticking or becoming 
brown. Add the water and simmer til! the 
vegetables are tender. Rub through a wire 
sieve, return the soup to the pan, and bring 
to the boil, add the sago and boil till clear. 
Then add milk and seasoning and serve hot. 
Be careful when simmering the vegetables 
not to let them come to a boil, but just keep 
the water so that it occasionally bubbles 
just at on side ofthe pan. Cost, 7 cents. 

IRISH STEW—One and one-quarter pounds 
mutton (neck scrag end], two large potatoes, 
two small onions, one soup bunch, a couple 
of carrots, pepper and salt, a half-pint water. 

Cut the meat into neat square pieces, re- 
moving some of the fat. Slice the onions and 
cut the potatoes into medium sized chunks, 
not sliced. Take the parsley from the soup 
bunch and put it aside, keep two carrots and 
chop the rest of the soup bunch. Put a 
layer of mutton in the bottom of a deep pan, 
then the potatoes and other vegeta bles, 
eprinkle with salt and pepper, and repeat the 
layers, leaving plenty of potatoes for the top. 
Add the water and simmer gently for an 
hour. Then boi] the carrots, cut them 
into thin round slices before boiling, and 
place them round the dish to decorate witha 
little chopped parsley on the top, the green 
on the pink making-a pretty. decoration. 
When boiling any vegetables be sure to haye 
plenty of water; you cannot have too much, 
but it is easy to have too little. The best 
way to chop parsley is to first wash it in cold 
water, then dry thoroughly by rubbing in 
a dry cloth. Pick the leaves off the stalk 
and chop them fine, holding the point of the 
knife steady on the chopping board with 
one hand while you work the knife up and 
down with the other. Then gather up the 
parsiey into the corner of a clean cloth, 
holding it tight, and pour some hot, almost 
boiling, water over it for a couple of seconds, 
after which you should put the dry end of the 
cloth round it and squeeze till absolutely dry, 
so that when you shake it ub it will be ina 
fine green powder. The hot water brings 
out the vivid green and makes it good for 
decoration. Use a small portion of this 
parsley on the rings of carrot and keep the 
rest for the colcannon. Cost, 18 cents 

GLENGARIFF COLCANNON—A quarter 
of a head of cabbage, green; one ounce of 
butter, four large potatoes, one cunce drip- 
ping, salt and pepper, rest of chopped parsley. 

Put the potatoes in a tin and bake, basting 
well with the dripping. Boil the cabbage; 
first remove all brown or faded leaves and 
hard part of stalk, lay in cold water and salt 
for an hour, put into boiling water, and boil 
hard for half an hour; add a spoonful of salt 
about ten minutes before you take off the 
fire, strain thoroughly, and chop fine. Keep 
hot till you are ready to use. When pota- 
toes are well baked take out and cut about 
an inch off the top so that you can scoop 
it out without breaking the skin, then mash 
well, mixing in the butter and a spoonful 
of milk, and the mashed cabbage. Take a 
piece of stiff white paper—writing paper 
will do—and make a kind of funnel! with 
which you can fill the potato skins with the 
mixture, put Into the oven for a couple of 
minutes to brown the top and decorate with 
a sprinkling of the parsley. Cost, 10 cents. 

MOUNTAIN DEW PUDDING—A quarter 
of a pound ladyfinger [stale] or plain stale 
cake, two tablespoonfuls jam, preserve or 
jelly; two eggs, separated; a quarter of a 
pint of milk, one tablespoonful castor sugar, 
three drops of vanilla, one-half ounce of 
pistachio nuts. 

The old recipe put a copious supply of whis- 


as flavoring, steeping the biscuit tn it and 
adding the custard after. That is the reason 
of the name “Mountain Dew.“ Split: the 
ladyfingers and put jam between, then lay 
in glass dish. Make a custard’ of the milk, 
yolk of eggs; vanilla, and half the sugar, 
according to the following recipe. Beat 
the yolks thoroughly, then add the milk, 
which should be hot, not botling; put in fla- 
voring and halt spoonful of sugar, and eet 
the dish in a deep pan of boiling water. Do 
not have the stove too hot and stir constant- 
ly till the custard thickens enough to coat 
the back of the spoon. Do not Tet it boll and 
stir always the same way or the eggs may 
crack. Pour over the biscuits and allow 
to soak thoroughly and to get quite cold. 
Mix the rest of the sugar with the white of 
egg and whip to a stiff froth. You will find 
it easier to get the white stin if you put 
in a pinch of salt and fold or beat it with.a 
flat beater or blade of a knife, and it is best 
to do it in a cold dreft, as the albumen of 
the eggs keeps in the air that is folded n and 
that helps to make the froth stiff. Pile the 
froth lightly: over the biscuits apd custard, 
decorate with the pistachio nuts. If you cut 
the nuts into round slices you can put three 
of the round together so as to make little 
green shamrocks on the white froth. Cost, 
15 cents. 

YEAST BUNS—A quarter of an ounce of 
yeast, a quarter teaspoonful sugar, half a 
teaspoonful of salt, one-half pound of flour, 
a quarter pint of lukewarm water. 

Crumble the yeast, put in a quarter of a 
teaspoonful of flour and the sugar, add a lit- 
tle of the lukewarm water, and put in a warm 
place till it rises and shows a white froth on 
the top. Put the rest of the flour in a bowl, 
mix in the salt, pour the yeast into the center 
of the flour, and mix with a wooden spoon, 
adding the lukewarm water by degrees. 
Knead well, but lightly, till the fingers do not 
stick and the sides of the bowl are clean. 
Turn the smooth side uppermost, cover the 

bow! with a cloth, and put in a moderately 
warm place to rise for one hour. Knead the 
dough again then. Divide into little loaves, 
leave in a warm place to rise for ten min- 
utes, then put into the hot oven and bake, 
Cost, 2 cents.

The IrishedJamb chops are first Frenched“ 
and then decorated in green paper frills. 

Biddy entrée is white turnips and Irish 
potatoes mashed together, and is a favorite 
dish of the Emerald Isle. 

Hibernian salad—Scoop new raw potatoes 
into ba!ls and simmer in water seasoned with 
parsiey and onion. When done cool and dip 
in French dressing and roll in chopped pars- 
ley until well coated. Arrange on lettuce 
leaves and serve with Mayonnaise dressing. 
to which nuts have been added. 

Blarney parfait—Bol! for ten minutes two 
cups sugar and one quart of water. Then 
add juice of one lemon and grated rind and 
one tablespoon gelatin dissolved in cold 
water Set aside to cool. Chop fine two- 
thirds cup mint leaves. and mix with cold 
mixture and freeze. Serve with sprigs of 
candied mint leaves. 

Irish mint drops can be mint candies made 
at home and colored green, or may be “ after 
dinner mints "’ wrapped in green papers. 

The Erin cakes may be assorted cakes iced 
in white. with Erin written in green icing. 

Marshmallow pudding—Whites of six eggs 
beaten stiff. one and one-half cupfuls of 
sugar, one tablespoonful gelatin in one cup- 
ful of cold water; let set, then come toa boil; 
then pour into eggs and sugar and beat until 
it begins to stiffen. Then flavor, divide into 
three equal parts, adding nuts to one, cocoa 
to one, and a coloring to one.

Should the straw be torn in places where 
the hat pins have gone through, gum inside 
the crown a patch of strong cotton material, 
matching the straw as nearly as possible in 
color.

If the straw is 
discolored it is a goed plan to paint it with 
hat enamel, which is inexpensive and to be

Right Way to Iron Ribbons. 

The old ribbons should first be well dusted 
by brushing with a soft hat brush. then ironed 
between tissue paper.

Kitchen Use. 


By ADDIE FARRAR. 


The wisest housekeeper is she who keeps 
in touch with the new and ingenious labor 
saving devices that are daily being put onto 
the market—she who willingly abandons the 
old fashioned mixing bow! and the fork beater 
of her grandmother's day in favor of the 
up to date labor saving kitchen conveniences 
that not only make work easier but pleas- 


anter. 

Perhaps of the greatest aid in the kitchen 
are the new bread and cake tins as well as 
the bread raisers and cake mixers Bread 
raisers are such an improvement over the 
old and tedious way of breadmaking that 
even the woman who dislikes cooking (if 
such there be) finds the making of the family 
loaf so simplified and shortened that it is no 


longer a bugbear. ä 
The cake mixer does away with the hou 
of mixing with a spoon in the old time yellow 
bow! for instead of the spoon wire pacadles 
or fliers manipulated by the turning of a 
little hand crank converts in a few minutes 
the butter and sugar into a foamy mass 4s 
light as a feather. Wnen biscuits or heavier 
matter are to be mixed the wire paddies are 
replaced by a heavy mixing rod which quick- 
ly kneads the mixture into the proper con- 
sistency without the use of the hands. These 
bread and cake mixers are now sold in all 


the up to cate shops. 

It may be that the old fashioned cake tins 
will bake quite as good cake as the new ones, 
but why suffer a loss of time and temper in 
removing cakes that will stick to the bottom 
of the pans when the new cake tins all have 
removable bottoms that allow the cake to be 
removed in a moment. Besides the new bot- 
tom tins there is a new tin that is provided 
with a sort of revolving knite. Inis slips 
ground the side of the tin allowing the cake 
to be easily lifted out without any stick- 
ing.

Cake Tins of Special Pattern. 


The loose bottom tins come in square or 
round shapes both in depths for loaf and 
layer cakes. For angel or sponge cake there 
is a tin that is not only made with a loose 
bottom but which has supports on the sides 
which project a few inches above the top 
of the tin, thus allowing the free passage of 
air underneath the cake when it is reversed. 

Another utensil is a vegetabie cutter, In 
Shape something like an apple corer. One 
end is round and takes the heart out of the 
fruit and cuts vegetables into dice like forms, 
while the knife on the other end peels pota- 
toes in thin shavings to make saratoga chips. 
cuts cold slaw, etc. Small though it is it 
really does the work anc takes the place of 
half a dozen other utenslis. 

For shaping individual butter pats there 18 
a utensil that at one stoke when drawn across 
the butter scrapes up a thin layer and curves 
it into a ffutec roil and all without the nands 
touching the butter. 

A knife just out is for peeling potatoes and 
cutting them into fluted strips. It is made 
so that it cuts the slices and flutes them with 
one stroke, giving a dainty appearance to the 
everyday tuber.* Also for making the homely 
potato more decorative on the table is a new 
molding device that looks something like 
@ wire mouse trap. There is a wire trench 
that is for the potatoes which are then dipped 
into fat being cooked in this receptacle, a 
wire lid keeping them in place during tne 
process of cooking.

Egg Poacher the Handiest. 


For cooking eggs there are many devices, 
the handiest one being the egg poacher. and 
every housekeeper knows just how diffi- 
cult it is to poach an egg. 

A few cents will buy a raisin seeder by 
which a pound of raisins may be seeded in a 


few minutes, while the knife or rather pine- 


apple snip and strawberry huller are among 
the things that eave time and temper. 

For removing hot dishes from the oven and 
thus lessening the danger of burns there is 
what is called a dish remover, which is made 
on the tong principle, with a wooden handle 
to keep the end of it always cool. The lower 
side is made shovel shape so that the dish 
may rest on this when it is pushed beneath. 
The upper part, which is pressed up by the 
thumb to receive tly dish, clasps it firmly, 
and in this way hot plates are easily and 
quickly removed from the hottest oven and 
no burned fingers result. 

For stoning cherries there is a stoner that 
does the work so quickly and well that two- 
thirds of the labor of making cherry pie or 
putting up the fruit is done away with. This 
stoner punches the stones without crushing 
the fruit or spoiling its appearance. The 
cherries are put into a hopper from which 
they slide under the stoner, one by one, and 
the cherries drop into the dish below, the 
stones going to the other side. The punch is 
worked with one hand while the other guides 
the cherries from the hopper to the stoning 
blade. The manipulation is much the same 
as that used for the rubber stamping ma- 
chines in offices. The machine has a small 
clamp by which it is fastened to the table 
when in use, thus allowing the use of both 


hands.

Fruit Presses Much Improved. 


The fruit presses for making jelly and such 
things are now improved and splendid ones 
that will do the work easily and well may be 
purchased as low as 39 cents. 

Perhaps in the same class may be men- 
tioned the funnels that are provided with 
strainers. One of the best has a strainer that 
is hinged on, and when not wanted may be 
put to one side, where a catch keeps it in 
piace. 

On the same counter with the funnels one 
sees a new knife that is intended for remov- 
ing the heart from grapefrult. It is long and 
slender and exceedingly sharp. The blade is 
inserted into the fruit and a twist removes 
the heart without hurting the rest of the 
fruit in the least. 

If a gas stove is used, there are many con- 
trivances In the shops that will keep down 
the gas bill. One of the best of these is the 
double or triple sauce pan. By fts use three 

kinds of vegetables can be cooked over one 
burner. There is also two semi-citcular 
ns which fit clogely together, and one may 
ook two kinds of vegetables over the one 
ner. 

For heating irons over the gas or gasoline 
Stove there is an iron contrivance by which 
three or four irons may be heated over the 
one burner, the irons resting almost upright 
over the flame. The bread toaster for gas 
and gasoline stoves looks something like a 
wire mouse trap, but it toasts bread quickly 


and without burning.

Small Ovens for Gas Stoves. 


Best of all of the gas stove appliances are 
the small ovens about fourteen inches square 
(they may also be had in round sizes), made 
of sheet iron, that fits over one burner. thus 
saving the lighting of the big oven when 
making small custards, baking potatoes. etc. 
In fact, all the baking for a small family, 
save the bread and fowls and larger roasts. 
may be done in this oven, saving an enor- 
mous quantity of gas that is consumed in 
the big oven, as well as the heating up of the 
kitchen. 

For cooking fish there are now boilers of 


' special sizes and shapes, and the new plank- 


ing boards are much to be desired. For 


meats there is a roasting pan so constructed 


‘es to do away with the basting. It cooks 
roasts and fowls to perfection. mall churns 
are shuwn that whi convert a small amount 
of milk or cream in a pound o: 30 of butter 
in half an hour, and for the use of small 
families there is a small ice cream freezer 
that freezes only a quart of cream. and that 
in ten minutes. 

In fact. so well is the kitchen locked after 
today that no housekeeper need put much 
time and energy into cooking if she be wel! 
Provided with the new labor and time sav- 
ing inventions brought out especially for her 
use and help; and this of course includes, as 
a finishing touch. one of the la bor saving

Helpful Advice to the Mover 
Given by the Warehouse Packer.

So few women know how to pack dishes, 
pictures, or even ordinary pieces of furni- 
ture for moving,’’ said an experienced stor- 
age and warehouse packer, “‘ that it is a mar- 
vel that anything reaches its destination 
safely. 

“In moving from town to country houses, 
when goods go by freight, they should be 
well packed, and though it will be next to 
impossible to crate or box heavy pieces, such 
as bureaus and sideboards, women should 
know how, so that to make the moving inex- 
Pensive they can tell carpenters or helpers 
how things should be treated to insure safety 
during the railway journey. 

“A mistake almost every woman makes, 
and a serious one, too, Is to place breakable 
pieces, such as mirrors, in dressers or chif- 
foniers. By doing this the men moving them 
cannot see what is underneath the sheeting 
or burlap or in the drawers, and so are not 
particularly careful, as they would be could 
they see that there was glass under the cov- 
erings. 

“Fine pieces of cut’ glass and expensive 
chinaware need especial] care and cannot be 
too carefully padded and packed. Each vase, 
cup, and goblet should be lined inside and 
out with tissue paper to preserve the surfaces 


‘from possible scratches. 


Then each one should be filled with ex- 
celsior and a padding of it wound round the 
outside. Brown paper should in turn be 
folded over the packing and the whole tied 
securely in place with stout cord. Another 
layer of excelsior placed over the piece be- 
fore it is put in a barrel should make it prac- 
tically safe from injury. 

* * 


To Pack China and Glass. 


“In putting china and glass in a barrel, 
the heaviest ones should go on the bottom. 
Of course they are all to be placed in layers, 
with plenty of excelsior between Less de li- 
cate china need not be so carefully placed. 
The cups and vegetable dishes should be 
stuffed with paper and excelsior and put 
in the center of the barrel, while the plates, 
saucers, and flat pleces should be bound with 
excelsior. Two or three of the former, with 


- sufficient paper and padding between, can be 


bound together to economize space. 

Small pictures should be covered care- 
fully with cheesecloth, bind in excelsior, and 
pack in a box, while large ones with heavy 
frames should be crated, after protesting the 
canvas with tiesue or soft cloth. 

“But crating does not mean just putting 
them in the box, for first the frames must be 
fastened with cleats to the boards, so that 
they will not only be stationary, but the 
decorative edges of the geld frames will not 
touch the protecting box and be marred. 

In the same way chairs—gold and gilt ones 
—should be carefully wrapped in tissue paper 
bound with excelsior and then fastened with 
a board to keep them from touching the sides 
of the crate. The essential thing in packing, 
after the padding is done, is to make sure 
that the feet are a sufficient distance from 
the bottom of the boards, so that they will 
no be jarred in moving. 

Heavy sideboards and dressers should be 
boxed and the same care should be taken 
with them to pretect the corners and feet, if 
there are any, from possible breakage in 
moving the boxes about.

Packing the Smaller Pieces. 


“As with the smaller pieces, it is best to 
put padding of excelsior, wraped about with 
soft brown paper so that it will not scratch 
the wood, between the edges and the box. 

40 economize on space pillows, bedding 
and napery can be put in the drawers of fhese 
big pieces of furniture and helped td hold 
them securely in place, though, of course, 
they, as well as the doors, should all be 
locked before packing is commenced. 

“With curtains, rugs, and carpets, roll 
them, putting pads of paper between the 
folds to keep the materials from creasing. 
Then they should be done up in burlap for 
shipment. 

In moving from one part of the city to 
the other this same method should be fol- 
lowed, except with the heavy pieces, and they 
can, as a rule, be put In the van without any 
packing after being covered with burlap. 
In packing goods to be stored it is the general 
idea that burlap is the best materia] to use 
for wrapping up furniture when, as a matter 
of fact, quite the reverse is true. 

“Burlap, having a course mesh, allows 
every bit of dust and dirt floating around 
to siit through. The consequence is that the 
furniture is a sight when it is unpacked, and 
in the case of carved woods they must be 
systematically cleaned before using. Soft 
paper tied around the body of heavy pieces 
— 23 quite the most satisfactory 
protecting the wood from scra . 
ing out the dust. nn.

Extremes Places to Start, 


“The cellar and attic are the first plac 
the good housekeeper should . The 
odds and ends of broken or useless furniture 
and the many useless articles should be dis- 
posed of and well out of the way before 
moving day arrives. Such soft old clothes 
as can be utilized for packing and wrapping 
furniture should be laid aside and washed 
for thie purpose. Many articles may be 
cleaned, carefully Wrapped and packed, and 
are then ready for placing as soon as one 
arrives at the new home. 

“If posible the new house should be . 
tirely cleaned and renovated before — 


moves in, for the confusion which results 
from having to wait, sometimes for weeks, 
while paper hangers and painters leisurely 
do their work has a bad effect upon the tem- 
per of the family. If time and wasted effort 
are to be saved in settling, take the trouble 
of providing an accurate list of articles 
packed in each receptacle. 

Before the day arrives for sending the 
goods from the old house to the new, provide 
such cold cooked foods as may be kept easily 
until one reaches the new home. It is a 
great convenience to have such a supply of 
food on hand, and in the country where no 
delicatessen shops exist it is essential. The 
prudent housewife cooks as for a picnic the 
day before moving. 

It is well to make a bargain with the mov- 
ing man at least two weeks before one wishes 
to move. By doing this one is given plenty 
of time for packing and making out a sched- 
ule of fixed expenses.

Chance to Save Money. 

Often it is possible, by avoiding an espe- 
clally busy moving time, to be transferred for 
several dollars less than the busy time 
price. In the city express companies get as 
high as $12, $15, and $20 a van load for mov- 
ing furniture for which they would receive 
at a less busy season $8 to $10 a load. From 
the first of April to the middle of May is the 
busy spring season, and often it continues 
until after the first of June. In the fal] from 
the latter part of August until the middle of 
October is the mover's busy time, especially 
around the first of the month. 

“If one intends to move far out of town a 
freight car must be hired or chartered. See 
that this is attended to long before moving 
day arrives; otherwise you may not be able 
to secure a car at all. Even so, the freight 
car may be sidetracked and weeks pass be- 
fore one finally arrives. 

“ Decide before commencing to pack just 
which articles are worth moving. Dispose of 
everything possible, either by selling or giv- 
ing away, if a long journey must be made. 
Certain articles can be bought in the new 
town for less than the cost of transportation. 
Have everything worthless disposed of and 
out of the way before the day comes to move, 
as one ig likely, amid the general confusion, 
to leave really desirable articles mixed up 
with the trash. 

“In the beginning have ready plenty of 
straw and packing cloths, such as old quilts, 
rugs, and blankets. A screwdriver, tack lift- 
er, hammers large and small, a pair of stout 
scissors, strong twine, hay or excelsior, and 
a pair of pliers having a wire cutting ar- 
rangement at the side are all serviceable at 
such times. Have on hand plenty of boxes, 
small and large, barrels, trunks, new and old, 
trunk straps or manila rope, and such other 
receptacles as may be necessary. 

* * 


Crates for the Mirrors. 

“A carpenter will put together crates for 
the mirrors, or they may be ordered from a 
warehouse. A quantity of tarred felt paper 
that builders use is inexpensive and will save 
— contents of the boxes from injury by 
rain. 

Wrap the legs of chairs, tables, bureaus, 
and sideboards with straw twists if the goods 
are to be shipped toa distancé. Commence at 
the top of the chair leg and wind the straw 
round and round until the bottom is reached, 
then binding with cord to hold it in place. 

Little pads may be made by wrapping a 
bunch of excelsior in stout wrapping paper. 
Place these between two chairs tied together, 
the seats placed one over the other. These lit- 
tle pa@s are useful for a large number of pur- 
poses; they may be placed between, picture 
frames and between the last frame and the 
crate to keep the contents from jarring, 
which otherwise may shiver the glass to at- 
oms. Place a few of these pads and a sheet 
of thick paper between each layer of books 
packed in a box. 

Into the barrels go the pans, heavy iron 
utensils, and such articles as are not easily 
broken. If you wish to have the barrels 
handied with care, mark the top carefully. 
In moving a short distance barrel heads need 
not be adjusted; the tops can be finished with 
a thick layer of straw and covered with bur- 
laps held down securely with a barrel hoop. 
In shipping breakable goods barrel heads 
must be firmly adjusted, the contents of the 
barrel marked clearly on the outside, in large 
letters, Handle with care,’ ‘Glassware,’ or 
* Fine china.’ 

“For books packing cases of extra 
strength are necessary. These can be ob- 
tained from packing warehouses. Empty 
piano boxes may be had from department 
stores or ordered from the piano houses.

Task for Experienced Hands. 


It is far better to leave the packing of the 
piano, sideboard, china closet, bureaus. and 
mirrors to experienced hands. In the city an 
#xperienced man can be hired for 82 an hour, 
and the house from which he ts sent is re- 
sponsible for any breakage. The rule such a 
packer observes is to wrap everything sep- 
arately. All light articles, like clot ing 
cushions, and bedding. are packed in large 
boxes, while heavier articles are packed in 
the smaller ones. As he packs the housewife 
should make out her lists, and when the box 
or barrel is headed up paste securely on 
the outside a duplicate list well in sight. 
Have on hand a large number of tags all 
Plainly marked with the new name and ad- 
dress, as every single article shipped must 
have a separate tag.

should be wrapped separately and titted 
tightly in the box. Tie photographs and 
magazines into bundles and wrap small ar- 
ticles in paper packages, writing the contents 
of each bundle on the outside. In packin 
the pictures remove the screw hooks — 
wires and put these in a small wooden box, 
plainly marked as to contents. Wrapping the 
wire round and round with the eyes attached, 
it is then easy to put the screw eyes back 
into place when rehanging the pictures. 

„In packing pictures those of equal sise 
should be placed together, glass to back. 
Place one of the excelsior pads at each cor- 
ner between* each picture. Tie these with 
cord into bundles of two, three, or four, ac- 
cording to the size and weight. A rug or old 
sofa piliow may be tied into the pack. piac- 
ing it just over the glass of the first picture. 
If packed in this manner pictures will not be 
broken nor will the frames be ‘ rubbed.’

W ork for the Moving Men. 


See that the moving Men put up the beds, 
ace properly the dining table, help with the 
stoves, and range all the boxes and trunks 
around the walls of the rooms where they will 
be out of one’s way. 

„When all the rurniture is out of the old 
home do not forget to see that the water has 
been turned off. Have a boy come in and 
carry away all rubbish and papers and sweep 
up the fioors. Then close and fasten the win- 
dows, lock the doors, and give up the keys to 
the right person. It has o“ en happened that 
‘neighbors have been brought in to look at 
‘the place she left,’ and unkind though well 
deserved remarks have been made. It is use- 
less to pay some one to do this work unless 
you remain to see that it is done and the 
keys given up in person. 

The first task when one reaches the new 
home is generally to open the ‘ bread box 
and give one’s family a quick lunch. Then 
have the beds made and arranged for the 
night. After this the table and the break- 
fast utensils and supplies should be laid out. 
It is well to go right to bed at this stage and 
then awake in the morning well rested and 
ready to begin with vim the real work of set- 


tling.”’

P, women! The United States govern- 
ment is trying to raise to the standards 
of morals and sex advantage governing 
the rest of the country the one place in 
America where the woman rules the 
roast. If this thing is done. womans 
rights, with all the agitation, will have 
lost instead of having gained. Some- 

thing must be done. : 

It is true this place where women are mistresses 
of ail they survey is only in the Painted Desert of 
Arizona, that strange, luminous wilderness placed on 
the giant canvas of the earth by some weird colorist 
in the school of nature, some mad impressionist of 
garish suns and glaring sands, rose skies and rain- 
bow rocks. The government is trying to civilize the 
Hopis, as if they needed it, those mild eyed spinners 
in the sun. If it succeeds it will have accomplished 
a thing of regretful concern to all who love the pic- 
turesque or the singular; it will have removed an 
ancient civilization, sprung up there im the hot moun- 
tain fastnesses, as different from anything else in 
the United States as is conceivable. The Hopi is an 
Indian, but he is as different from all his red brethren 
as they are from white men. 

Perhaps the most remarkable of their institutians 
is the domination of the women aDove referred to. 
In Hopiland the man counts for little or nothing. A 
good many centuries ago (this is ¢onjecture) the 
men ruled, as they do now elsewhere. The women 
got tired of it all. One fine day they went on a 
strike and failed to come back. 


* * 
Labors of Tribe Change Hands. 

The Hopi braves were reduced te doing their own 
work, and when the women were finally prevaiied 
on to return they feund the men proficient in the 
art of doing things. The male sex has continued 
since that time to do the menial work of Hoptiand. 
The women are not drones, by any means, but they 
confine themselves to the higher walks of life: they 
rule the land and ply the arts and erafts, while the 
men tend the chfldren, chep the wooed, build the fires, 
and do all chores. 


The Hopi woman owns her house and all its tur- 


nishings; she receives her husband ‘into this heme 
and de takes her clan, ds do their children. The 


woman is without dispute head of the house and all 


the serious business of life is carried out in strict 
compliance with her instructions. The men perform 
ail field labors and all rough work, but the women 
carry the water, which is a feat i this lend, where 
the liquid is carried long distances up the steep 
defiles in great ollas containing. five or six gallons, 
hicely balanced on the heads of the bearers. . 
importance of the water makes this work ot highest 
concern and honor. a 
Then the man must tend the sheep, shear the wool, 
card it, weave, make baskets, make the Diankets, 
dresses and ceremonial robes of the women; aud do 
various odd jobs incidental to Painted Desert lite. 
All ot these things would be perfectly natural in 
civilization, but among Indians a brave at work is 
perhaps the most humorous of imaginings. Then, too, 
the men often must tend the babies, and they are 
regularly required to assist in the household. On the 
other hand, the women perform the tedious duty of 
grinding the corn or beans te meal with the metaté 
in the old fashioned mealing bin, accompanythg them - 
selves with the meal grinding melody which has come 
down from countless generations past. The women 
also bake the piki. or paper bread, spreading the

to the rule of the women, then of a surety it behooves 
the men of civilization to beware of permitting the 
ballot box and the household scepter to pass into the 
velvet gloved but iron sinewed hand of femininity, 
lest they too become mere dead men like the hen- 
pecked husbands of the copper colored Hopi squaws.

Homes All Built by Women. 

But, strangest of all, the Hopi women build their 
own homes, the men merély carting up the flat stones 
or adobe bricks used in the construction. These 
dwellings are built in terraces,” pueblo style, three 
stories high, dnd the women do it all, probably bé- 
cause the men are considered incompetent. And they 
are not far wrong in this. 

The. Hopi man is mentally and physically inferior 
to His wife. It looks; too, the women far excel the 
men. de many Hopi women are facially attrac- 
tive and physically beyond the least criticism. They 
are graceful, lithe, and strong, almost always tah, 
and upiformly intelligent. The Hopis have always 
beep a people of peace. Rather than fight heighbor- 


, ng tribes they refreated from the Mesa verde to the 


Painted Desert, and pefhaps this explains thé infe- 
riority ot, the men. 

Now, Whether the physical and intellectual infe- 
rierity of the men of the Hopis is the direct and 
inevitable result of “petticoat government,.“ or 
whether the @&céiideney of the women came to pass 
as a result of the inferlerity of the male sex, is a 
eric Question.

In u the members of the Snake 
Clan, famtasticahy painté@ and adorned, 
dance with living, wriggling, hissing rattie- 
snakes held between their teeth. Inévitably 
it occastonally happens that some ot the 
dancers are bitten. To guard against evil 
effects from such occurrence, the dancers 
bathe in a preparation made from the juices 
of roots and herbs, and also partake of it 
internally. Se efficacious is this antidote 
that no il} effects are ever experienced from 
the bite of the rattler. 


= * 
Secret Formula Held by Women. 


Here again the women show their superi- 
ority, literally holding the lives of the Snake 
Dancers in their hands. The secret formula 
of the “snake mediciné” is ken only to 
one woman of the Snake Clan of each village. 
When she feels that the hour of her dissolu- 
tion is approaching she selects her suteessor 
and confides the formula to her. Chémists 
in the employ of the United States govern- 
ment, and many scientists acting oh theis 
own responsibility, have exhausted every re- 
source to find out what ingredients enter into 
the preparation of this infallible antidote 
to the bite of the rattlesnake, but without 
success. After this Who shall say that 4 
woman cannot keep a secret? 

It is a fact not generally known that the 
Hop! Indians, with all other Pueblo tribes 
of New Mexico and Arizona, are fullfledged 
citizens of thé United States. The terms of 
the treaty of Guadaloupe- Hidalgo that ter- 
minated the war with México guaranteed 
full rights of citizenship to all inhabtiants 
of the ceded territory Who had been citizens 
of Mexico. The Supreme court of the United 
States has decided that te Pueblos were 
citizens of Mexico prior to the consummation 
of the treaty, and consequently that they 
are now citizens of the United States. 

When Arizona is admitted to statehood, 
therefore, the litth Hopi men will be 
entitled to vote for president, to run for 
congress and to exercise full rights of 
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suffrage. It is not at all likely that any such rights 
will be claimed or exercised for decades or centuries to 
come. The Hopis are as indifferent to American poli- 
tics as,they are to the évents that transpire on another 
planet. If the government at Washington and the whole 
white population of America were wiped out of existence 
overnight, so unimportant af event would hardly be 
noticed by these self-sufficing people. 


* 
Hopis Divided Among Eight Villages. 

In all, the Hopis number about 2,000 souls, inhabiting 
eight villages, from eighty to 100 miles distant from the 
nearest railroad point. The journey may be made from 
Navaje Springs, Holbrook, or Winslow, on the Santa Fé 
across the gorgeous desolation of the Painted Des- 
ert. On what is known as the first mesa (the nearest to 
Keams cafion, where the government school is located), 
there are three villages, Tewa, Sichumovi, and “Walpi, 
located so close together that they practically consti- 


tute a single community.

On the second mesa are also three villages, Misheng- 
novi, Shipaulovi, and Shumopovi, the first twe not mere 
that a quarter of a mile apart, but the third ie reached 
only by a four mile trip around the rim of the mésa, ér 
a difficult trail half as long, first descending to the level 
of the plain and then climbing the precipitous wall of 
the mesa again. On the third mesa is Oraibi, and a 
new community, generally styled the “hostile village,” 
but called by its inhabitants “Hotevelte.” It was 
founded three years ago by malcontents from Oraibi, 
who were opposed to permitting their children to attend 
the government school at Keams cafion, or to give way 
in any manner to white influence. 

All these villages are located on the summits of mesas 
that rise precipitously to a height of 700 feet or more 
above the plain. Owing to their isolation and their dis- 
taneé from the beaten paths of travel, as well as to the 
eonservative nature of the people, primitive customs, 
ceremonies, and ways of living survive to a greater ex- 
tent in the Hopi towns than in any other Indian com- 
munity of the west. The Hopis, in fact, constitute an 
anachroni@m;: and for many other reasons than the 
unique position of the women may be regarded as 
among the most interesting and remarkable of American 
tribes. .

“All of my children are home, said the 
mother, and I ain't ever had any trouble 
with any of them except that Andrew is just 
plum crazy about dancing and Tom won't 
work. He won't go to school and he won't 
work, either.“ Tom was such a fine appear- 
ing boy that it seemed curious if he refused 
to do his part. 

On investigation it seemed as if Tom ought 
to be recognized as contributing in some de- 
gree to the domestic economy of the house. 
In the winter he hitches up every morning 
and takes eight small children to school and 
three daughters to the factory. At night he 
hitches up again and brings them all home. 
At noon he takes twelve hot dinners to these 
same people and to the father, whose place 
of business is five miles from the school- 
house. He tends the horses, milks the cows, 
looks after the chickens, sometimes dusts 
the house. kills and cures eight young pigs 
a month, looks after and picks the frult, and 
helps direct the excessive activities of the 
young children who do not go to school. 

In the evening he likes to go“ upetown ”’ 
and not return until after the family are in 
bed. Mr. and Mrs. Bennet seem quite wor- 
ried because of this undomestic taste of his, 
but never can make any well grounded com- 
plaint, inasmuch, as Mrs. Bennet herself 
had to admit that she could never discover 
any possible errand, chore, or favor to any 
of them which Tom had omitted to do.

FTended Lot Thing to Avoid. 


Don’t get excited over this description. It’s just 
the kind of lot the young couple needs to pick out, 
all else being equal. Beware of the fifty foot plot 
of ground between two neat houses which shows 
marked signs of having been cared for, seeded, and 
mown to a lawn finish, for on the part of one or both 
the families next such a lot you're likely to be blown 
up sky high e instant your builders begin to break 
dirt there for a foundation. 

“And after we've kept it in such dainty manner 
all these years,“ one neighbor is likely to call 
across to the other. 

“Simply ruined the children’s playground, hasn't 
It?“ from the other front porch. Do you know who 
the people are?” 

Ordinarily the young couple building the suburban 
home are prepared with a savings bank account rang- 
ing from $250 to $1,000 as a first payment. The 
holder of the first mortgage does the rest at 6 per 
cent in semi-annual payments. To get the lot is the 
first move, and it beats a stiff game at chess all hol- 
low to the couple which never Jas been through the 
mill. 

An attorney will look up the abstract of title in 
due form for about $15 or 320, assuming no liability 
whatever if he makes a mistake. A guaranty title 
company will do the work for $40 or 350, and assume 
all liability. After which a surveyor will lay down 
the lines kor the fences for another $12 to $18 cash. 
Which brings the builders up to the architect, 

Most couples intent upon building a house have an 
idea of what they want. They’ve decided upon the 
number of rooms in the house, the kind of interior 
finish, the division of the interior into rooms, pan- 
tries, closets, halls, and cubby holes in the walls. 
Most often they have page upon page of plans 
of the interior, and most likely the home made style 
of arehitecture has been fixed upon as colonial.

Architects Tire of the Colonial. 


“Colonial” is the catch phraseology, and it isn’t 
so bad from an economical point of view in heating. 
Ordinarily the square type of house is a coal saver, 
even if the builders have in mind only a perpetual 
suburban summer in bullding. But there are archi- 
tects who don’t care to build just colonial types of 
houses. They get tired of the same old front ele- 
vation and treatment of facades. In which case the 
architect, if his customers insist, has plenty of op- 
portunity to show his skill and tact. 

He goes into executive sessions with his patrons, 
showing where keeping to a stubborn idea of the 
builders would bring about an architectural mon- 
strosity. He emphasizes here and there the impos- 
sibility of room arrangements which would lose an 
ordinary burglar on a bright moonlit night. Wher 
finally the architect has effected acceptance of his 
ideas, drawn the plans and specifications, and under- 
taken to supervise the work of construction, he 
feels that he has earned the ordinary § per cent upon 
the cos of the completed buflding. 

If the architect has been designing housés in some 

particular suburb, it isn’t impossible that his clients 
come to him with the fixed determination to have 
a house “exactly like that one at 1111 Wildrose 
avenue.” 
At a first thought this appears easy. But not only 
does not the architect want to copy No. 1111, 
but he can anticipate the years of hardship which 
hed this means might be brought upon the heads ‘of 
the incoming suburbanites.

Many Reconsiderations Always Expected. 

But, under any circumstances by which this ordi- 
nary house builder is satisfied with the plans of his 
architect in the beginning, hubby or wife, or both, 
are expected to break in with innovations, and 
changes, and reconsiderations of plans from the 
breaking of basement dirt until the roof is on. B.- 
pecially if they are living in some flat in the neigh- 
borhood of the building the opportunities for these 
reconsiderations are many. Yet in the main the 
architect manages to hold them to his wider, better 
judgment. 

That mortgage or deed of trust under which ‘the 
home builders have been able to move at all in home 
bullding is a portentous looking document whose 
verbiage is likely to stampede normal, unsophisticat- 
ed intellectuals. If the loan be for five years, for 
instance, the ten coupon notes which the builders 
are called upon to sign, all in a bunch, make the 
average loan shark appear easy. Mixings up of the 
“party of the first part” and the party of the 
second part,” and the verbiage dealing with the 
awful consequences which may follow failure of 
any kind in the contract, probably would prevent 
half the attempts at house building if every candi- 
date for the adventuring were given a copy to study 
evenings while they are drawing first plans of the 
house.

“Do you need money? If so, don’t worry. Come 
to us.. We will help you. 

“Do you owe a doctor's bill? Grocer? Butch- 
er? Landlord? If you do, don’t suffer from their 
collectors. You can have all the money you need 
merely by paying us a call; or drop us a line and: 
our agent will call at once. There is no need for 
any one to be broke as long as we are in business. 
You get the money the day you ask for it. You 
can pay it back in instaliments so small that you 
will scarcely feel them at all. . 

“Let us help 2. 
“Blankety Blank Loan Company.” 

Usually the literature contains a table explaining the 
“easy” way in which the money may be paid back. 
On the face of it 10 per cent a month, or 60 per cent per 
annum, figured up in small amounts, looks ridiculously 
easy to pay for anybody, no matter how small their 
income. :

In reality such loans are the hardest things in the 
world to pay. The system of the loan shark is sim- 
plicity itself, simplicity of a vampire nature. Let the 
borrower fall behind one payment and the compaay 


has him.

Each Lapse Digs Hole Deeper. 

If the original note has been for $25 a new one is 
made out with the amount boosted to $35 or $40. The 
victim makes the payment which is overdue and walks 
out of the office owing $40. He has made several pay- 
ments, but he is in the hole worse than ever. 

The payments on $40 are harder to make than on $25. 


Perhaps the borrower falls behind again. Another new 


note is written, for $50, probably, this time, and the 
payment is made. This keeps on until the victim is 
hopelessly in debt, having signed new notes one after 
another, and each new one for a larger amount than 
the previous one. In the end he may owe $100 and 
interest, and all the money that the company has 
loaned him is the original 325. This is what makes the 
loan shark business the most profitable in the world 
for the capital invested, 

Mackey’s rise to financial and social prominence 
testifies to the golden returns of the business. 
Mackey comes from an old family in Reedsburg. 
Wis. He began his business life as a clerk in a St. 
Paul real estate office. Here he saw the possibilities 
of the loan business on a shark basis. He had the 
idea, the same idea upon which the loan shark busi- 
ness is based today, but he was without capital. He 
went to friends who had money, explained his scheme, 
and in 1878 was able to open, under his own name, 


his first office.

that has grown into his present “trust.” The won- 
derful rates of interest that he derived from his in- 
vestments soon placed him in the millionaire class, 
and it was then that Mackey, probably prompted by 
his socially ambitious wife, decided to take down his 
name from the company shingle. As a loan shark he 
was tabooed in society. He, and his wife, wished to 
enter society. They needed the loan shark dollars to 
do it on, but they didn’t need the notoriety that came 
from the business. Very well; Mackey suddenly dis- 
appeared from the active management of his Chicago 
companies and hecame what he is today—the power 
behind the loan shark throne. Later.he expanded 
his organization until foday it operates all over the 
country. 

The Mackey social fortunes took a sudden jump 
after this. Chicago society didn’t forget that Mackey 
had been in an unsavory business, but New York 
didn’t know much about it, and London had never 
heard a whisper of suspicion, London, far from the

At another time he attracted attention for refusing 
to pay for a $44,000 pearl necklace that Mrs. Mackey 
had tried and become ¢‘ssatisfied with.

The elephants in their centuries of travel about 
the slopes have made trails through this dense 
bush, and it is only by, following these trails that 
one can reach the upper heights of the mountain. 
Above the bush belt comes miles of great forest, 
sublimely grand in its hugeness and beauty, and 
above this belt comes the encircling band of bam- 
boo forest that reaches up to the timber line. 
There are probably 500,000 acres of forest coun- 
try in which the Kenia elephant may live and 
wander and bring up his children. He has made 
trails that weave and wind through the twilight 
shades of the forest, and the only ways in which 
a man may penetrate to his haunts are by these 
ancient trails, Mount Kenia, as seen from afar, 
looks soft and green and easy to stroll up, but po 
man unguided could ever find his way out if once 
lost in the labyrinth of trails that.criss-cross in 
the forest. 

For many years the elephants of Kenia have 
been practically secure from the white hunter 
with his high powered rifles. Warfare between 
the native tribes on the slopes has been so con- 
stant that it was not until three or four years ago

that it was considered reasonably safe for the 
government to allow hunting parties to invade the 


south side of the mountain. Prior to that time

for the Field museum, and even then there was 
only a narrow strip that was free from tribal war- 
fare.

One or two of the old guides 
were on hand to lead the way into elephant haunts 
and the natives near our camp reported that the 
elephants had been coming down into their fields 
during the last few days. Some had been heard 

ly the day before. So the prospects looked 
most promising, and we started on a little hunt 
the first afternoon after arriving in camp.

We took one tent and about twenty porters, for 
when one starts on an elephant trail there is no 
telling how long he will be gone or where he ma 
be led. We expected that we would have to clim 
up through the strip of underbrush and perhaps 
even as far up as the bamboos, in which event we 
might be gone two or three days. - In addition to 
the porters we had our gunbearers and a couple 
of native guides. One of these was an old wan- 
derobo, or man of the forest, who had spent his 
life in the solitudes of the mountain and was prob- 
ably more familiar with the trails than any other 
man.

In such places the ground was clean 
and springy to the footfall and the impres- 
‘pion of a splendid solitude was auch as one 
feels in a great deserted cathedral At times 
Wwe crossed matted and snaky looking little 
streams that trickled through the decaying 
Vegetation, where the feet of countless ele- 
phants had worn deep holes far down in the 
mud. Then. after long and circuitous march- 
ing, we would find elves traversing spots 
where we had been an hour before. 

The elephant apparently moves about with- 
gut much definition of purpose, at least when 
he is idling away his time, and the trail we 
were following led in all directions like a 
Mystic maze. At this time I was hopelessly 
lost, and if left alone could probably never 
have found my way out again. So we quick- 
ened our steps lest the guides should get too 
far abead of us. in those cool depths of the 


forest into which only oceasional shafts of . 


sunlight filtered, the air was cold and damp, 
So much so that even the old wanderobo got 
cold. it made me cold to look at his thin, 
old bare legs, but then 1 suppose his legs 
Were at much accustomed to exposure as 
tiny hands were, and it's all a matter of 
getting used to it. 
„ * 


Trapped by Herd in Narrow Trail. 

Our porters, especially those that were 
most heavily loaded, were falling behind and 
there Was grave danger of losing them, In 
Zact. a little later we did lose them. ‘The 
trail became fresher and, to my dismay, led 
downward again and into that hopeless mass 
of underbrush which at this point extended 
some disiance into the lower levels of the 
forest. We could not see in any direction 
more than twenty-five feet~except above. 
It our lives had depended on it we could not 
have penetrated the dense matted barriers 
of vegetation on each side of the narrow 
trail. The bare thought of meeting an ele- 
phant in such a place sent a cold chill down 
the back. If he happened to be coming to- 
Ward us our only hope was in killing him 
before he could charge twenty-five feet, 
and. if we did kill him, to avoid being crurnsd 
by his body as it plunged forward W!tn- 
out question it was the worst place in the 
world to encounter an elephant. And 1 
prayed that we might get into more open 
forest before we came up with the ones we 
Were trailing. You can’t imagine how earn- 
estliy we all joined in that prayer. 

It was at this unpropitious moment that 
we heard—startlingly near—the sharp crash 
of a tusk against a tree somewhere just 
ahead. It was a most unwelcome sound. 
There was no way of determining where the 
elephant was, for we were hemmed in by 
solid walls of bush and could not have seen 
an elephant ten feet on either side of the 
narrow trail. We also didn’t know whether 
he was coming or going or whether he was 
on our trail or some other one of the maze 
of trails. 

We quickly prepared for the worst. With 
our three heavy guns we crouched in the 
trall, waiting for the huge bulk of an ele- 
phant to loom up before us. Then came 
another thunderous crash to our right—and 
it seemed scarcely fifty yards away. Then 
a shrill squeal of a startled elephant off to 
our left and still another to the rear. Some 

hants had evidently just caught our 
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In the tall grass it looke 1 like the rear elevation of a barn. 


crash in the bushes behind the porters, then 
a perfect avalanche of terrified porters, a 
dropping of bundles, a wild dash for the pro- 
tection of the tree, anda bunch of the most 
startled white men ever seen on Mount 
Kenia. I reached the tree in two jumps, and 
three would have been a good record. The 
crashing of bushes and small trees at our 
elbows marked the course of a frenzied or 
frightened elephant, ana to our intense re- 
Hef the sourids diminished as the animal 
receded. I don’t think I was ever so fright- 
ened in my life. But I had company. I didn’t 
monopolize all the fright that was used in 
those few seconds of terror. 

We then decided that there was no sane 
excis@ for hunting elephants under such 
utnditions. We at least demanded that we 
cught to see what we were hunting rather 
than blincly stumble through dense bush 
with elephants all around us. So we beat 
a masterly retreat, not without two more 
serious threats from the hidden elephants, 
A boy was sent up a tree to try to locate the 
elephants, but even up there i: was impos- 
alble to distinguish anything n the mass 
of vegetation dround. We fired guns to 
frighten away the animals, but at each re- 
port there was only a restless rustle in the 
brush that said that they were still there 
and waiting, perhaps as badly scared as we 
were. 

My second elephant experience came the 
next day. 

We started forth again, with a single tent, 
our guides and gunbearers, a cook and a 
couple of tent boys,. and twenty porters. 
This ume we politely ignored all elephant 
trails in the dense bush and pushed on 
through the forest. Here it was infinitely 
better, for one could see some distance jn all 
directions. We climbed steadily for a cou- 
ple thousand feet, always in forest so wild 
and grand and beautiful as to exceed all 


dreams of what an African forest could be.’ 


It more than fulfilled the preconceptions of 
a tropical forest such as ) u, see described 
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in stories of the Congo and the Amazon. 

The air was cold in the shadows but pleas- 
ant in the little open glades that occasion- 
ally spread out before us. Once or twice in 
the heart of that overwhelming forest we 
found little circular clearings so devoid of 
trees as to seem like artificial clearings. 
Once we found the skull of an elephant and 
scores of times we narrowly escaped the 
deép elephant traps that lay in our paths. 
Many times we saw evidences of the giant 
forest pig that lives on Mount Kenia and has 
only once or twice been killed by a white 
man. Sometimes we came to deep ravines 
with sides that led for a hundred feet almost 
perpendicularly through. tangles of creepers 
and bogs of rotted vegetation. 

We dragged ourselves up by clinging to 
vines and monkey ropes. And on all sides 
a solitude so vast as to almost overpower 
the senses. The sounds of bird life seemed 
only to intensify the effect of solitude. Once 


ma while we came upon evidences of human 


habitation, little huts of twigs and leaves, 
where the wanderobo, or man of the forest, 
lived and hunted. Up in some of the trees 
were thin cylindrical wooden honey pots, 
some of them ages old and some compara- 
tively new. And in the lower levels of the 
forest we saw where the Kikuyu women 
had come up for firewood. For some strange 
reason the elephants are not afraid of the 
native women and will not be disturbed by 
the sight of one of them. After seeing the 
women I am not surprised that they feel 
that way about it, but I don’t see how they 
can tell the women from the men. Possibly 
because they know that only the women do 
such manual labor as to carry wood,

Slower and slower he went, and finally he 
indicated that only the gunhbearers and our- 
selves should continue. The porters were 
left behind, and in single file we moved on 
tiptoe along the trail. Then he stopped and 
by his attitude said that the quest was ended. 
The elephant was there One by. one we 
edged forward, and there, thirty yards away, 
partly hidden »y slender bamboos, stood 
a motionless elephant. He seemed to be the 
biggest one I had ever seen He was quar- 
tering, head away from us, and we could 
not see his tusks. If they were big we were 
to shoot; if not, we were to let him alone. 
As we watched and waited for his head to 
turn we noticed that his ears began to wave 
slowly back and forth, like the gills of a fish 3 
as it breathes. The head slowly and almost Pe oe 855 lated: 
imperceptibly turned, and Akeley signaled „ 
me to shoot. From where 1 stood 1 could . 
not see the tusks at first, Dut as his head 
turned I. saw the great white shafts 
of ivory. The visible Wwory was evidently 
about four feet long and indicated that he 
carried forty or fifty pounds of ivory. Then, 
quicker than a wink, the great dark mass 
was galvanized into motion. He darted for- 
ward, crashing through the bamboo as 
though it had been a bed of reeds, and in 
five seconds had disappeared. For some 
moments we heard his great form crashing 
away, farther and farther, until it finally 
died out in the distance. 

It was the first wild elephant I had ever 
geen, and it is photographed on my memory 
so vividly as never to be forgotten. I was 
more than half glad that I had not shot and 
that he had gotten away unharmed.

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Where'er the President Hoists Hie Flag, 


That's Home. Sweet Home, to Your Uncle Sam. 


By Dr. B. J. Cigrand. 


N March 17, when President William 
H. Taft arrives at Chicago, making 
his executive office in the La Balle 
hotel, the hoisting of the president's 
flag will proclaim to the world that 
Chicago is the capital city, and that tem- 
po the executive authority has been 
tran red from the City of Statues.”’ 

The flag which is emblematic of the presi- 
dential authority is a beautiful sheet, hand- 
somely made, and, while the public gener- 
ally is uninformed as to both its evolution 
and symbolism, the Taft visitation prompts 
inquiry into this interesting and important 
heraldic subject. 

The impression exists that the president's 
flag is a recent creation, but such an em- 
blematic design of the chief executive is of 
early origin and belongs. to an interesting 
phase of our governmental career. 


executive to possess some distinctive em- 
blematic token in signature or banner, and 
even the presidents of the continental con- 


date of its adoption nor of the discarding 
of this early presidential device. On Jan. 13, 
1704, it was entered on the records Of state, 
that “when the president goes on board a 
man of war,.a flag of fifteen stripes be dis- 
played as a mark of his presence.” 

In 1863 a description of the president's flag 
shows it to be a banner of thirteen stripes 
with the union of blue comtaining thirty-one 
stars arranged to form a large star. 

A more definite recognition was given the 
president's flag on April 18, 1866, as a me- 
morial to Abraham Lincoln, and incidentally 
as a special symbol at the martyred presi- 
dent's funeral. Though it is a question 
whether it was designed as the symbol to 
the dead president or that of the new presi- 
dent, Andrew Johnson, quite likely it was 
created cidentally to serve both purposes; 
the order from Secretary of the Navy Gideon 
Wells reads as follows: 

„Naval reguiation.—The president's flag: 
Dimensions, 10,20 feet hoist, 14,40 feet fly. 
The colors 7.60 feet fly and 5.40 feet hoist.”’ 

The flag remained as the presidential sym- 
bol for something over a year, when on July 
26, 1866, Commodore T. J. Jenkins was au- 
thorized by the navy department to devise a 

dential flag and regula-

Not until Grover Cleveland became the 
president did the flag of the president receive 
supreme military consideration, William C. 
Whitney was the secretary of the navy and 
President Cleveland visited the vessele fre- 
quently. Whitney ordered that the presi- 
dent’s flag—the blue with white stars—be 
not only raised but by order a rattle of drums 
and sound of the bugle announced the pres- 
ence of the president; in some instances he 
had the band play Hail to the Chief,” and 
not infrequently Whitney ordered the salute 
of twenty-one guns. 

On Aug. 19, 1882, an order wae issued by 
Secretary Chandler giving the following de- 
scription of the president's flag: Tne flag, 
of the president of the United States shall 
consist of a blue ground with the arms of 
the United States in the center and shai! be 
of the dimensions prescribed for tne ad- 
miral’s flag No. 1. The flag shall be hoisted 
at the mast of the vessel of war whiie the 
president is on board and shall be carried on 
the bow of his boat.” 

This appropriate device quickly met with 
popular approval, and at no time was it so 
prominently displayed as when this nation, 
in 1889, celebrated the hundredth anniver- 
sary of the inaguration of Gen. Washington. 

President Benjamin Harrison in a smal 

rowboat was propelled up the Hudson riven 
going over the same water route that brought 
Washington. From the boat was streaming 
this handsome flag of the president, and tht 
thousands of spectators on the warts gax 
approval in the cheeriest possible manner.

One of America’s foremost comedians was 
a nightly visitor sere when under engage- 
ment in Chicago. He was a high roller, but 
extremely forgetful when he owed anything 
at play. In consequence his I. O. U.’s were 
tabooed. 

His personality was charming and his wit 
as entrancing off the stage as on. So fas- 
Einating was it that many times have I seen 
even case hardened old gamblers forget their 
bets and their checks in the enjoyment of 
listening to his magnetic rapid fire flow of 
humor. One of the séances he indulged in at 
this’ nouse will serve to illustrate his passion 
for gambling. 

He drifted in one night after the show, 
bought a thousand dollars’ worth of checks, 
and lost them before he had hardly become 
settled in his chair. He attempted to ne- 
gotiate for a like amount with Sheedy to be 
liquidated og the morrow, provided he lost 
them, but probably for reasons aforesaid the 
Wily Pat could not accommodate him. 
~ ‘Whereupon, after some harangue, a mes- 
senger with a note was dispatched to the 
comedian’s treasurer, supposedly asleep at 
the Palmer house, to send over a thousand 
forthwith. Play was immediately resumed, 
but with the understanding that win or lose 
of the money was not forthcoming it did 
not go.“ 

The sum came, all right, but before ite ar- 
rival the actor mad lost the last of his 
„chips,“ and. the representative of the wing 
footed Mercury was made to retrace his 
steps in haste to bring back another golden 
fleece. 

This also arrived, finding the player in the 
identical plight and again he was hurried 
back for another ten centuries.

Golden Goose Quits Laying. 

This performance was gone through with 
five times, always with-the same result, and 
then either the golden fount had run dry 
or the treasurer did not care to have his noc- 
turnal slumbers broken any further. Any- 
way the sixth drawing produced a blank 
and the curtain was rung down over the sen- 
sational play. 

Through it all the gifted artist was as un- 
concerned as if the $6.000 were merely of 
the stage variety.

HE other side of immigration—have you 
ever seen it?

They are 
in the great majority of cases simple, honest, 
well meaning but unfortunate peasant men 
and women, A short time before they have 
arrived from the old world full of hope and 
ambition, eager to work and to make their 
way iy the new world.

in this country, instead of marching upwards 
towards the top of the ladder, they slid down.

Public charges! In wheat way have these 
men and women, whose only ambition in life 
was a chance to work, come to thet? The 
visitor turned toward the immigrants, looked 
in their faces, and began asking questions. 
Hardly, however, had he exchanged a dozen 
words with one of them when he was seized 
by a frightened and annoyed immigration 
official, who warned him to keep away from 
the party of undesirables, as they might do 
him bodily harm. There were severalamong 
them, the official whispered, who were in- 
sane, and nearly ak of them were crazed 
with grief over their deportation. 

The visitor, however, took the risk, and 
instead of being assaulted by the undesira- 
bles he was treated as a friend.

Two Italians, who looked half starved, 
hounded, and bewildered, were said to have 
come to the United States under contract. 
Their thin, sallow cheeks were covered with 
yellow spots. Their eyes danced like those 
of an animal which has been cornered after 
a long chase and Is helplessly waiting for the 
shot which is to end its fearful agony. Ifa 
word had been addressed to these men they 
might be expected to answer with a snar!. 

By looking at them or by turning to their 
official records,“ a charity worker who ac- 
companied these undesirable alens said, 
“you get the legal status of these men only. 
Their human side you can only get by talk- 
ing to them. This man here, for instance, 


is sent back because he is a contract laborer.. 


The law demands his deportation and it has 
to be done. But there is a world of sorrow 
in this man’s history. I learned it by talk- 
ing to him. 

For years, in his little town in Calabria, 
he dreamed of America, where thousands of 
his fellow countrymen, he heard, had found 
profitable work and good homes. He was 
eager to go there, too, but he had not the 
money. His earnings Were not enough for 
him to save. Borrow he could not, for he 
had no property to give as security. 

“So when an agent for a company told him 
that he would take him to America at his own 
expense, would give him work there, and 
would let him pay for his passage later on 
whenever he found it convenient, the man 
grabbed the chance as a drowning man grasps 
a rope. That the rope would choke him be- 
fore long he did not know. He is being de- 
ported now. The chances are that his mind 
will become unbalanced before he gets back 
to his home town. tut even if he should not 
lose his mind it will avail him little. Thereis 
nothing he can do there and there is no likeli- 
hood that he will ever get enough money to- 
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gether to come back te this country as 8 
free man. ;

The cheerful immfgrant who took delight 
in being deported turned out to be a girl of 
20, who had been in America only five months. 
She came to marry the man of ‘her choice, 
who had preceded her from Austrian Po- 
land to the land of riches and opportunities. 
When she arrived, however, she found that, 
while the man still was her choice, she no 
longer was his. His two years’ stay in Chi- 
cago had changed him completely. He earned 
money, and with the change in his financial 
condition came a change in hig demeanor and 
tastes. His sweetheart of the old world no 
longer appealed to him. He no longer loved 
her and refused to marry her. 

Instead of being led into a home, nicely 
furnished, as he had promised her in his 
first letters, she sought lodging with a coun- 
trywoman ‘“ back of the yards.“ 
tained work in the stockyards finally and 
seemed to accept the inevitabte.

Of all the passen- 
gers who were to be deported she was the 
only one who smiled and who was happy. 
The doctors told her that it was doubtful 
whether she would reach her home alive. 
Still she was happy and contented, for she 
was getting away from the land which had 
disappointed her so bitterly, from the man 
who had played her so false, and going to- 
wards the land where there would be friends 
to console her and a mother to weep over 
her misfortune. 

Another class of immigrants who are glad 
to be deported are the wives of men who 
have fallen victims to industry, men who ear- 
ly in their career in the new world have lost 
their lives in industrial accidents and have 
left their wives and children helpless and 
stranded. As nearly every one of these men 
belonged to some fraternal organization, his 
wife gets from $300 to $500, which takes her 
back to her native land,. where she is not a 
stranger, a foreigner without a language, 
and where she finds more consideration at 
the hands of her neighbors and friends, who 
know her and sympathize with her. 

To secure such deportations an army of 
officials in the employ of the immigration 
authorities are daily scouring the country 
in search of “ undesirables.” The insane 
asylums, hospitals, and prisons are the most 
fertile fields for the officers’ search. From 
the Chicago district alone it is estimated that 


there are deported annually 300 persons— |

He can't be sure 
that any part of his farm will not be lying 
in the bottom of the river some year. The 
first year he bought that farm he built that 
pig stye after a model of his neighbor's, and 
he has been using it ever since rather than 
go to the expense of boarding his hogs at a 
place outside of the flood district. 

Another thing they have to do within a few 
hours is to move all of the small fry of 
the place into the house and fit them out 
with rooms and bath. Then, not at all to be 
overlooked, is the necessity of laying in large 
stocks of things for dogs, cats, guinea pigs, 
canary birds, and family to eat. Farmer 
Todd and his family work pretty industri- 
ously for a day or so, and then they go into 
their spring quarantine. 

Everybody takes a window, including the 
dogs and the chickens, and henceforth for 
a period of from one to four weeks they con- 
template a watery world through a frame of 
glass. All, that is, except Farmer Todd 
himself and his oldest son. One of their 
duties of the busy days past has been to haul 
out the rowboat, see that it has not sprung 
a leak, and tie it out in front of their house. 
In the days following they make the tour 
of their farm in great dignity by boat.
